The charge against a barber- 
shop bootblack was that he “did shine 
shoes for a profit.” 

Ernest P. Biro, counsel for the theat- 
rical interests, declared the war—a 
friendly one—would continue so long as 
the film houses were. discriminated 
against. Irvington, a suburb of Newark, 
has a population of 50,000.

Unfairness Charged in Acquisition 
of Theater Site in Spring- 
field, Mass. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Dec. 13.—The 
Goldstein Bros." Amusement Company, 
operating a large string of theaters in 
Western Massachusetts and part of New 
York State, feels that it was not treat- 
ed fairly by Mayor Fordis C. Parker 
in the matter of city property sought by 
the Goldsteins and Poli.

Composers Win Suit 
Against Radio Firm 


NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—The test suit 
started a few years ago by the America 
Society of Composers, Authors and Pub 
lishers against the General Electric Com- 
pany, of Schenectady, for copyright in- 
fringement via remote control broadcast- 
ing of a radio performance, was decided 
in favor of the former this week when 
Federal Judge Thomas D. Thatcher 
handed down a decision and 


opinion 

The specific instance mentioned by the 
Society was the broadcasting of t song 
Somebody’s Wrong, published by Jerome 
H. Remick & Company. The radio sta- 


tion broadcast the composition while it 
was being played at the Kenmore 
Albany, and a telephone wire to 
studio relayed the music 

This is the first infringement action 
wherein the studio did not broadcast di- 
rect, but Judge Thatcher ruled that while 
the studio did not infringe the original 
playing of the song, it created an oppor- 
tunity for others to hear it, and so consti- 
tuted “‘a contributory infringement.” The 
court was of the opinion that no analogy 
could be drawn between the radio sta- 
tion and someone playing music out of 
the open window. In using the remote 
control microphone, Judge Thatcher 
pointed out that the studio was using 
strong electrical current to send out the 
music again so that many people within 
a radius of several hundred miles could 
listen in. He also cited precedent where- 
in other branches of the United States 
District Courts declared a radio perform- 
ance to be an infringement and one for 
profit within the intent of the present 
copyright law. Usual damages of the 
minimum $250.and $1,000 in counsel fees 
were allowed.

Whatever fascination Margaret Ken- 
nedy’s novel, The Constant Nymph, has 
had over the reading public to accomplish 
the sale of some _ 100.000 that 
something has not been too clearly trans- 
ferred to the stage. Whatever her 
ability as a novelist, Miss Kennedy, and 
her collaborator, Basil Dean, have given 
us a long, rambling, muddled and rather 
pointless p'ay about a man and two 
women. That the man is a genius, writ- 
ine the music of the future; that he is 
misunderstood and harried by a matter- 
of-fact wife, that he eventually flees with 
a most peculiar girl-child—are not dra- 
matic ingredients of particular interest. 
Furthermore, the treatment accorded 
these ingredients in no way justifies any 
loud acclaim The piece jumps from 
current pseudo-philosophical wisecracks 
to moonlit discussions on the nature of 
man and the world, thru smart comedy, 
low comedy, farce, satire, melodrama 
(with its inevitable shouting of “You're 
his mistress”), to somewhat wooden and 
altogether perplexing tragedy—tragedy 


copies 


wherein the girl dies, apparently because 
the room is stuffy. 


In the 10 months’ time which the play 
covers the author woulc have us see this 
girl develop from a cavorting, ring- 
around-the-rosy infant to a full-blown 
woman overready to be seduced. And 
she dies while disrobing on the dubious 
nuptial couch Added to which the se- 
ducer, as she falls back dead, cries, “She 
is saved!” One wonders whether he 
from himself, life in general or 
further attacks of “indigestion”? 


Of the large cast that skims over this 
dramatized surface of whatever the novel 
may contain, the honors of performance 
zo to Glenn Anders, as the musician. He 
loses his careful stammer after the first 
act, but that’s unimportant. As a light 
and rather airy comedian he does well, 
but when he settles to the heavy he be- 
coms weighty, and stiff and stilted along 
with it. 

Beatrix Thomson, in the role of the 
girl, dances about too much, is too little- 
girlish at the beginning of the perform- 
ance, but as the play gathers headway 
she improves. At its conclusion she is 
sure and able. Lotus Robb, the cold, 
suspicious English wife. is always in 
character, and Louis Sorin is equally 
fine as the German-Jewish intpresario. 
Appearing briefly in the first act, Marion 
Warring-Manley and Paul Ker are good 
comedy. Edward Emery is pleasantly 
the genial English gentleman, and Claude 
Rains gathers a harvest of grins as a 
loquacious Italian butler. Helen Chand- 
ler and Flora Sheffield play youthfu! if 
somewhat prodigal sisters, and as bick- 
ering critics Sidney Paxton and Leo 
Carroll function successfully. The 
smaller parts are wisely left to Olive 
Reeves-Smith, Loretta Higgins, Gloria 
May Kelly. June Savile, J. H. Brewer, 
Barry Jones, William Evans, Thomas 
Coffin Cooke, Harry Sothern and Kath- 
erine Stewart. 


George W. Harris has provided an un- 
necessarily complicated setting for the 
first act, an unnecessarily bilious yellow 
set for the second, and rather mediocre 
backgrounds for the last two scenes. A 
similar mediocrity marks Basil Dean's 
staging. In fact, there is nothing really 
outstanding in either the production or 
the play, and again a much anticipated 
dramatization is a disappointment.

There could be an interesting story in 
the Rigordan family—a_ self-misguided 
o'd maid. whose kindliness is two-edged, 
whose godliness is relentless to the 
point of evil and whose control of the 
purse strings allows her to reign supreme 
and tyrannical; a suppressed and resigned 
sister and a weakling brother. With the

gradual disclosure of the old girl’s ter- 
rible code of ethics, with the spreading 
of her domination and the increasing 
desperation of her household, there is 
meat and motive of drama. But to this 
point it is so crudely carried out wit) 
the utterly absurd mixing of the parlor 
maid and the brother in exchanging pit- 
eous love and confidences. And beyond 
this point the playwright fails to find a 
way. After having the brother driven 
to putting poison in the old girl’s soup 
and then recovering his sense of balance 
in time to prevent her drinking it, Percy 
despicably ducks the issue by having her 
that very night take herself out of the 
picture by an overdose of sleeping po- 
tion. If there was any interest in the 
early situation, and there is but little 
because of the weak-kneed way the char- 
acters are drawn, it ceases here in the 
middle of the play. From start to fin- 
ish, as a matter of fact. one hardly cares 
what happens to anyone on the stage 

This is not, let it be said, the fault of 
the cast. They do as well as anyone 
could with their individual roles, but to 
little avail. More than this, it is per- 
haps just as well not to comment on 
personal performances—at least not of 
the veterans’, the unfortunately cast but 
capable enough Lionel Atwill, the like- 
wise full-fledged Marian Abbott, the truly 
beautiful and intelligent Vera Allen and 
the well-gauged T. Wigney Percyval, 
Halliwell Hobbes, Herbert Ashton and 
Stanley Drewitt. Reginald Sheffield does 
well enough by his butler bit, and Nancie 
Halliwell Hobbes reads the few lines she 
has with clearness if not with much ar- 
tistry. Saving Marguerite Mosier for 
last is intended as a token of esteem for 
her constant improvement in each suc- 
ceeding cast in which she appears. Her 
earlier stiffness is entirely gone, she has 
gone thru the just-attractive stage and 
she is now beginning to create. 

The single setting and Lumsden Hare's 
direction are equally suitable, but neither 
contribute anything nor detract. The 
fact that the play was produced at all 
contributes nothing to the season.

N. V. A. Memorial Committee Honcrs 
Chicago's First Vaudeville Manager 


CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—A_ noteworthy 
event took place here last week in con- 
nection with the launching of the cen- 
tennial of vaudeville when a tribute was 
paid to the memory of David Kinnison, 
who in 1848 was manager of Mooney’s 
Theater, believed to be the first local 
house devoted to vaudeville. Kinnison 
at that time was 112 years old and was 
famous as the only living survivor of the 
Boston Tea Party, in which he was an 
active participator. Later he served in 
the war of the Revolution and war of 
1812. 

Members of the

Until the historian of Vaudeville Cen- 
tennial Year made the surprising dis- 
covery it is probable there is no one 
living in this community today who 
knew that David Kinnison had not only 
been a theater manager but manager of 
the first place of amusement in Chicago 
to present a regular bill of vaudeville or, 
as it was called in the older days, 
variety. That information was filed 
away In the archives of the Chicago 
Historical Society. Much of it was con- 
cealed in the bound files of newspapers 
nearly 80 years old. But the story was 
a rare find for Paul R. Martin, student 
of the theatrical history and formerly a 
Chicago dramatic critic, who was com- 
missioned by the Orpheum Circuit to 
write a history of variety here. 

Kinnison was discovered acting as a 
lecturer at a museum owned by Dr. E. 


Mooney. He explained the curiosities, 
the mechanical and living wonders to 
visitors. But not the least of the curi- 
osit'es was David Kinnison himself, for 
at that time he was nearing his 112th 
birthday Dr Mooney. who figured 
largely in the early history of Chicago 


amusement, made Kinnison manager of 
the museum, and following the custom 
of the day the latter speedily arranged a 
berefit for himself.

The opening is an orchestra bit led 
by Clinton, a medley of jazzed march bits, 
leading into an orchestra-accompanied 
vocal by Clinton. I Found the Girl I'm 
Looking For. Miss Rooney appears for 
the aforementioned vocal bit, following 
with a fast soft-shoe Charleston. While 
Clinton leads the orchestra boys his feet 
are never still; he even goes thru an en- 
tire chorus with eccentric, soft-shoe and 
acrobatic bits during the rendition of sev- 
eral of the selections. 

The remainder of the routine is marked 
by the usually clicking stepping bits by 
Miss Rooney. When reviewed, she gave 
an impression of Brother Pat Rooney in 
his typical clog and brought the house 
down, many of the folks up to this time 
probably unaware of the relationship. 
Ciinton conducts the instrumental octet 
with interpolated comedy bits that are 
never out of place. 

For an encore four of the boys gave 
fast Charleston and Black Bottom spe- 
cialties, Clinton helping by his peppy 
asides.

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Victor Talking Machine 


Announcement has been made that the 
Victor Talking Machine Company will 
be sold by Eldridge R. Johnson, founder 
and chief owner, in a deal involving 
$40,000,000. Speyer & Company and J. 
& W. Seligman, Wall street bankers, 
have acquired an option of Mr. John- 
son’s controlling stock interest and will 
pay $115 for 245,000 shares owned by 
Mr. Johnson, and offered the same sum 
per share to the minority stockholders. 
The Victor concern has 348.863 shares 
outstanding. In all probability owner- 
ship of the company will be passed to 
the public thru the sales of stock. It is 
estimated that Mr. Johnson will receive 
approximately $28,000,000 for his inter- 
ests. The present personnel and manage- 
ment will be retained by the purchasers 
of the company. 

For years the Victor Company was the 
largest manufacturer of high-class and 
popular records and paid out large divi- 
dends. In 1922 a stock dividend of 600 
per cent was declared and the stock 
placed on 8 per cent annual basis. The 
radio finally cut into its market and last 
June the company omitted the 2 per cent 
quarterly dividend then due. To meet 
the new competition Victor contracted 
with the Radio Corporation of America 
for receiving sets for a combination 
radio-victrola receiver, later placing it 
on the market as the Orthophonic Vic- 
trola. Victor’s next step in the way of 
progress was to adopt the electrical re- 
cording method. Now Victor is reported 
to be operating on a profitable basis. 

Mr. Johnson, who is close to 60, said 
he was prompted to dispose of his in- 
terests by the condition of his health 
and his desire to eliminate business cares 
from his life. 


Von Tilzer Chasing Women 


That caption looks like an ideal head 
for a bit of choice scandal in the music 
game. But hold your horses, brother, be- 
fore you appoint yourself judge and jury 
of the female question. Bill Von Tilzer, 
president of the Broadway Music Cor- 
poration, is not chasing women in a 
romantic sense, but he is trying to catch 
up with a pair of female radio artists 
now using his latest song without his 
permission. 

In some manner these radio warblers 
got hold of a manuscript copy of the 
song and gave it the air without consult- 
ing Bill, and since then Bill has been 
chasing around after them trying to get 
the script back. 

Publishers pay out fat salaries to act 
men and others to induce singers and 
musicians to sing and play their tunes, 
yet here is Bill Von Tilzer doing the 
opposite, spending carfare and taxi money 
trying to locate the birds with his song. 

He even refused 
to spill the title to the writer.

Even Joe 
Basile and his band were drowned by the 
racket resulting from the numerous 
sprints. 


At the old Madison Square Garden 
things were different. There laps were 
not stolen so frequently and for hours 
the riders would plod around without 
creating any disturbance, which gave the 
pluggers an opportunity to amuse and 
entertain the crowd.

The Clark concern was 
started last winter by the late Frank 
Clark, who for 18 years had been Chi

Snyder, Following his death the widow 
attempted to continue the business, but 
finally gave it up and disposed of the 
firm’s songs to Weil. 


Martin Conroy Wants $200,000 


In 1921 Martin Conroy wrote a song 
called I Wonder What Makes Me Love 
You, which was _ published. In 1925 
Billy Rose, Mart Dixon and Ray Hen- 
derson manufactured one called If I Had 
a Girl Like You, which was published by 
J. H. Remick & Company and turned out 
to be a big seller. 


Now Monsieur Conroy has started a 
sfiit thru his attorney, Sidney J. Prager, 
against Remick & Company for $200,000. 
In his complaint Conroy says that the 
entire chorus (music) was lifted for use 
in If I Had a Girl Like You, which he 
published and copyrighted in 1921, 


Remick’s attorneys intend to point out 
and prove that the disputed music came 
from Johann Strauss’ Blue Danube. a 
waltz, which is a non-copyrighted num- 
ber, and that anybody has the privilege 
of using it. 


Joe Davis Sings for Columbia 


Joe Davis, composer, publisher and 
head of the Triangle Music Company, has 
invaded the phonograph field and made 
his first recordings for Harmony Records, 
manufactured by the Columbia Grapho- 
phone Company, For buyers of records 
Davis warbled I’ve Lost All My Love for 
You and I Don’t Want To Forget. 


Rosenthal Comments on 
Author-Composer Society 


The manner in which the American 
Society of Composers, Authors and Pub. 
lishers operates appears to puzzle some of 
its members and thousands of other s ng 
writers in various parts of the country, 
Every day, J. C. Rosenthal, general man- 
ager of the society, receives letters from 
would-be members, asking what they 
must do to become eligible. Some think 
that the fact that they have a song pub- 
lished or printed by themselves should 
qualify them for membership. Knowing 
that thousands are intensely interested 
in this phase of the business, the writer 
quizzed Rosenthal about the society's ac. 
tivities, and he spilled the following: 

“Every person who writes a song these 
days is anxious to become a member, 
mostly because he reads or hears that 
the society collects large sums annually 
for the performing rights of the com- 
positions produced by its members. But 
there was a day when the society had 
a hard time trying to induce writers and 
publishers to join. Then the members, 
from 1914 ta 1921, had to pay yearly 
dues and didn’t get a penny in royalty. 
And that is one of the reasons why some 
writers who haven't written a hit in a 
long time are held in Class A, which pays 
$500 every quarter. These pioneers gave 
all they had and got nothing in return, 
They blazed the trail and made sacrifices 
to obtain the benefits in the form of the 
present license fees, in which all mem- 
bers now share. 

“The mere fact \that @ man has written 
a big hit or produced the required num- 
ber of songs doesn’t necessarily mean 
that he is entitled to be admitted as a 
member or reclassified and advanced if 
he happens to be a member. The two 
important points in this respect are, who 
publishes the songs and how frequently 
have they been played? 

In the first place, songs do not count 
for a nonmember unless they have been 
published by a recognized firm, some con- 
cern that has operated for at least a year 
and is recognized by the trade. After 
a writer becomes a member, he cannot 
get credit for a number unless it is pub- 
lished by a publishing member of the 
society, because a publisher who is not 
a member of the society will not release 
the performing rights to the society. 


Exceptions With Reasons 

“Last year the board admitted to the 
society and made a Class A member of 
George Cooper, who is 90-odd years old 
and has not written a song in 20 years 
or more. But he contributed a great deal 
in his day toward American music and 
collaborated with Stephen Foster on 
Sweet Genevieve. So the society felt he 
was entitled to a Class A card for what 
he had done in the past. Mrs. Ethelbert 
Nevin, widow of the composer of The 
Rosary and other famous songs, also 
holds a Class A card. And for the same 
reason the society keeps other famous 
writers in Class A, even tho they are not 
writing hits today. 

“The American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers was organized 
and is maintained for professional song 
writers, men and women who depend 
solely upon song writing for a livelihood. 
Carpenters and other mechanics who take 
it up as a side line are not welcomed. It 
is true we have members who write 4s 
an avocation, but they joined prior to 
1921, when the society was not able to 
collect license fees, and the society re- 
tains them as a matter of appreciation 
and loyalty for what they did when the 
society was in dire need of writing mem- 
bers. And now the society is simply an 
association, recognized and respected by 
the highest courts in the country, or- 
ganized to protect the works of its mem- 
bers. 


Division of Dividends 


In order to be eligible for membership 
a@ song writer must have had 10 numbers 
published by recognized firms, or pub- 
lished by himself and put into the air s° 
that the various radio stations, movie 
houses, hotels, restaurants and cabarets 
will think well enough of them to add 
them to their musical programs. Unless 
a person who publishes his own songs 'S 
capable of creating a demand for them 
the numbers © not qualify him for mem- 
bership.

LONDON, Nov. 26.—The first nights 


this week are: November 22. Salvage, by 
Michael Morton and Peter Traill (“Q”); 
Jane Clegg, by St. John Ervine, revival 
(Century); November 23, Trelawny of 
the Wells, by Sir Arthur Pinero (Globe); 
November 25, matinee series, Riceyman 
Steps, adapted from a novel of Arnold 
Bennet (Ambassador’s). 


Anthony Prinsep’s revival of Trelawny 
of the Wells is the outstanding event of a 
quiet theatrical week. Margaret Banner- 
man has been extensively praised for her 
performance in the title part, and great 
care and exactness has been devoted to 
the production of this fine professional 
romance by the author and the manage- 
ment, The revival is not a great event, 
partly because the acting is too conscious 
and the show too ornate, but it is an 
interesting contribution to the theatrical 
season . 

Lee Ephraim hopes to present Lady 
Fair in London shortly. There has been 
some discussion about the disappointment 
which various playhunters have experi- 
enced in combing the American market 
for musical comedy. Our musical com- 
edy men have come to the conclusion 
that New York is as badly off for pieces 
of first-class promise as London itself, 
and they also complain about the high 
prices which are asked for options. If 
New York wants to export musical com- 
edy here, the financial conditions govern- 
ing production on this side must be taken 
into account. The demand for outrageous 
advance payments will kill the goose which 
may lay some golden eggs for the Ameri- 
can copyright owners. 

Meanwhile, Frank Stayton, the author 
of Love’s a Terrible Thing, and other 
pieces, has written a book of an oper- 
etta around the life of Johan Strauss, for 
which Dora Bright has written thé score, 
incorporating several of Strauss’ best 
melodies. This is to be called The Waltz 
King. 

Numerous British authors and com- 
posers are busy trying to compete with 
American musical comedy wares, but the 
difficulty of English musical comedy is 
not so much the finding of material, but 
methods of production. 

Anyone who looks around the musical 
comedy stage here cannot fail to be 
struck by the fact that there are many 
incongruities which ought to be over- 
come to make a first-class production. 
English operetta producers seem to leave 
a lot to chance and do not make sure 
that the costumes suit the settings and 
the settings the show—a lesson which the 
best American producers have obviously 
learned.

One thing stood ott as being distinct!y 
worth the patience to sit thru the first 
jong afternoon of the announced matinee 
series of The Strange Prince at the Booth 
Theater. It was Neill O’Malley’s direc- 
tion of the cast’s stage movements and 
positions in the most effective and alto- 
gether intelligent groupings that have 
been seen hereabouts since David Vardi 
set forth The Dybbuk and Edward Mas- 
sey gave highest expression to The Moon 
Is a Gong last season. But this single 
phase of the staging hardly means suc- 
cess for the enterprise with so much 
against it. 


First and foremost, the audience! 
Having generally arrived at the adver- 
tised time of 2:15, the ticketholders were 
hardly in a favorable mood when the 
curtain finally rose three-quarters of an 
hour later. Nor did the low temperature 
of the house and the ,four directional 
drafts increase good nature. Only a 
small band of the faithful remained at 
5:45, when the last act was just begin- 
ning. How much O'Malley was to blame 
for all this is a question, as is his fault 
in the devestating obscurity of much of 
the production. But he is guilty of the 
leisurely pace as he is of producing this 
tedious play at all. The motive for the 
latter is perhaps explained, altho not 
excused, by the presence of young Rex 
O'Malley in the title role, a part which 
has much too obviously inspired him. 


Rex, te distinguish him from Neill, is 
sincere and gives indications of a good 
grounding in technique, but his current 
performance is much too “arty”. It over- 
stresses the spiritual qualities to the 
elimination of all else in this character of 
a guileless idealist among the material- 
ists of a wildly pictured St. Petersburg. 
There is but faint sugeestion of’ the 
depth and power that Dostoievsky attains 
in The Idiot, wpon which voluminous 
novel the drama is based. A chaotic book 
in the original, its contraction for the 
stage by Maurice Cass is more hopelessly 
futile than all the deen-dyed futility 
which the Russian work seeks to impress. 
A promising first act only introduces an 
aimless, maundering play. 


What little life there is in it is sup- 
plied by, the ensemble scenes and by the 
vital spfrit in the performance of Joanna 
Roos. a bit heavy and occasionally mud- 
dled, but nevertheless breathing in the 
midst of her cohorts’ staginess. Partic- 
ularly theatrical is Adele Kliaer in the 
role of the courtesan, who is the prin- 
cipal imbrogliio. Her excellent diction is, 
however, an asset that will carry her 


far when the rest of her acting has been 
tamed. 

Hugh Buckler again spoils good char- 
acterization with his habitual fault of 
bellowing unceasingly, and Edgar Stehli 
overdoes the arm-waving to detract from 
his otherwise colorful portrayal. Kath- 
erine Stewart and Laura Burt rely rather 
too much on their respective Bag of 
tricks to stay within the picture, and 
the veteran William Seymour is still 
another who overdraws on the tradi- 
tions. Fairfax Burgher, Harry M. Cooke, 
J. Morety de la Cruz, Michel Barroy, 
Rose Martel and Maureen Dillon follow 
the trend toward platform dramatics in 
the minor roles. A word of praise must 
be recorded, however, in favor of Doro- 
thy Tree. Altho she only has a few 
sides as the maid Katya and keeps un- 
obtrusively in the background Miss Tree 
is every moment her character. 

The settings are little more than what 
may be considered passable for special 
matinees, but some of the costumes 
command admiration. 

Intention has been announced to put 
The Strange Prince into a regular per- 
formance run after its matinee series. 
A fulfillment of this plan looks extremely 
doubtful. GORDON M. LELAND.

Most any superlatives that come to 
mind may justly be applied to Win- 
throp Ames’ second venture into the 
realms of Gilbert and Sullivan. Suffice 
to say that Pirates of Penzance is equal- 
ly as good as his already highly lauded 
Tolanthe. 

The production has the same spontan- 
eous freshness and modern directional 
advantages, at once respecting the ortho- 
dox, that keep it neoteric and doubly 
delightful. Without tampering with the 
libretto, it has been supplied with new 
business and given added expression with 
masterful staging. 

Except for the addition of Ruth Thom- 
as to sing Mabel, the company is the 
same that has been holding forth these 
many months in Joftanthe. They have 
gained a sureness and, feeling at home. 
have spread thefr wings for greater 
heights. Qne discordant note jars in the 
singing of their praise. It is the utter 
unsuitahility of Ernest Lawford, a splen- 
did, comedian in his place, but that place 
is not in the role of General Stanley. 
that requires a sense of rhythm and at 
least a semblance of a voice. Hé is ob- 
Yiously as uncomfortable as he makes 
his audience. 

Miss Thomas makes a most. attractive 
Mabel and discloses a light but musical 
voice that is at its best in that favorite, 
Poor Wandering One. Her diction is 
not vet as fair to Gilbert as the loncer 
sthooled cast. yet the extra attention 
required to catch her words is not an 
excruciating strain. In reading the lines 
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of Frederic, William Williams goes to 
the other extreme and rather too appar- 
ently separates his syllables to early 
elocutionary effect, further suggested in 
the exaggerated roundness of his tones. 
His singing voice has taken on an added 
richness, however, and he is in every 
way a pleasing lead except for the slight- 
ly unnatural speech. 

John Barclay has shaken off all the 
stateliness of Iolanthe peerage to make 
a delightfully whimsical Pirate Chief. 
He covers himself with glory, both with 
his humorous characterization and his 
singing. Reliable as always, J. Humbird 
Duffey gives him sterling support. Wil- 
liam C. Gordon’s sergeant of the quaking 
police chorus is amusingly taken, and 
his last-act number demands a certain 
encore. 

Vera Ross scores as the piratical maid- 
of-all-work, and Bert Prival again gets 
a laugh with the repetition of his jump- 
ing-jack antics from [Jolanthe. Sybil 
Sterling, Kathryn Reece and Adele San- 
derson do well what little they have to 
do, and Paula Langlen proves that her 
astounding triumph of charm in the 
earlier operetta was no accident. She 
has been given more opportunity by the 
rightfully indulgent Winthrop Ames and 
his reward is rich. What Miss Langlen 
can accomplish with a smile and a sprite-. 
ly skip is nothing short of genius. 

To make it all perfect, there is the 
well-trained ensemble, particularly pleas- 
ant in the choral Hail Poetry. And there 
are the gay costumes and fanciful set- 
tings, the latter ingeniously derived with 
the addition of a few pieces to the back- 
grounds of Jolanthe, which is being kept 
in the repertory for at least one per- 
formance each week. And The Gondo- 
liers is to come.

Old Tacoma Playhouse Curtain May Be Preserved 


After a continuous service of 37 years, 
during which time it has been rung down 
on tragedy and comedy alike, the famous 
old curtain in the Tacoma Theater, 
Tacoma, Wash., has been rolled up and 
placed in storage, pending a decision as 
to its fate. At present only the walls 
of the old Tacoma Theater remain, as the 
interior has been torn down to be re- 
placed by more modern equipment and 
appointments, which will give a greater 
seating accommodation than has been of- 


fered in the past The curtain may or 
may not remain, but the Tacoma theater 
public hopes that the central part at 


least will be incorporated in a new cur- 
tain, should the old one prove inadequate. 

The old curtain was painted by Thomas 
Moéges, at the time an artist in the em- 
ploy of Sosman & Landis, Chicago scenic 
studio artists. Moses is now the head 
of the studio, which still goes under the 
name of its founders. He was recognized 
37 years ago, when asked by the Tacoma 


Theater to paint the curtain, as a lead- 
ing scenic artist, and has now risen to an 
outstanding position in his profession. 

According to J. P. Hyatt, who has been 
stage manager of the Tacoma Theater 
ever since the curtain was rung down on 
the opening performance of the Duff 
Opera Company in 1889, hardly a day 
passes without one or more artists com- 
ing to the playhouse to sit for a long while 
and admire Tom Moses’ “Temple of 
Minerva”...

Altho the disposition of the curtain 
has not yet been determined, it is more 
than likely that Tom Moses will be con- 
sulted before the new theater is ready 
for the curtain. Moses’ work is well 
known in Tacoma, as he also painted all 
the scenery in the Scottish Rite Cathedral 
a few years ago.

Largest Tent Show? 


Lucius Jenkins, of Waycross, Ga., is 
the first to write in regard to the question 
as to who has the largest and oldest tent 
show on the road, which appeared in a 
recent issue of The Billhoard. 

Jenkins writes as follows from Way- 
cross, Ga., under date of December 9: 
“In answer to the note in this week's 
Billboard, asking the boys to ‘kick in’ 
with a few notes as to who has the oldest 
and largest rep. show, I am starting it 
off with this: From 1921 to 1925 I was 
employed as a musician with W. I. 
Swain’s No. 1 Show. In 1921 we had 
our Christmas dinner on board W. I. 
Swain’s private car, and on that occasion 
IT made it a point to court the members 
of the show. The count showed that 
Swain was carrying 56 people, with one 
man in advance, making a total of 57 
people. 

“The No. 1 Swain Show, in the season of 
1921, carried two baggage cars and 
Swain’s private car, in addition to about 
50 trunks. The show carried an 80-foot 
top with three 30-foot middle pieces and 
two 110-volt light plants. 

“The season of 1923 the company was 
practically the same as the previous two 
seasons, but in 1925 Swain was using a 
90-foot tent with three 34-foot middie 
pieces, making the tent 90 by 180 feet.”

COLUMBIA CIRCUIT CHANGES 

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—Mike Joyce, as- 
sistant general manager of the Columbia 
Amusement Company, was emphatic in 
his denial of any foundation for the 
ruffor that the C. A. C. contemplated 
dropping St. Louis. 


Montreal Canceled 

Joyce admitted that the C. A. C. had 
completed negotiations with Joseph Leon 
Patonaude to book Columbia Circuit com- 
panies into Patonaude’s Orpheum Thea- 
ter, Montreal, with the understanding and 
agreement that Patonaude would unionize 
the house, which he agreed to do. 

When Patonaude negotiated with the 
local unions he was informed that in or- 
der to unionize the Orpheum he would 
have to unionize his other five houses in 
Montreal, which he is alleged to have de- 
clined, with the result that the C. A. C. 
canceled its contemplated booking into 
the Orpheum, thereby leaving an open 
week on the circuit between Utica and 
Albany, unless the heretofore profitable 
patronage at Utica warrants the booking 
of a full week in that city, which is now 
being contemplated by Barney Lumberg, 
manager of the Colonial Theater. 


“Who's Guilty?” 

Joyce admitted that with the closing 
of Loeffler & Bratton'’s The Rot, an un- 
profitable presentation, the firm was 
preparing to put out Who's Guilty?, but 
the cancellation of Montreal would hold 
that presentation in abeyance until the 
week's layoff can be filled. 


“What Price Glory?” 

Joyce disclaims all knowledge of the 
published report in a theatrical journal 
(not The Billboard) to the effect that 
Hurtig & Seamon’s What Price Glory? 
had flopped and would close December 
18 at Pittsburgh. Joyce says, as far as 
the C. A. C. knows, What Price Glory? 
will continue indefinitely. Inquiry of 
Hurtig & Seamon's office attaches as 
usual elicited no information as to their 
activities. 


“Battling Burler” 

Hurtig & Seamon’s Battling Butler 
Company with Benny Leonard, booked 
for a preliminary performance on Christ- 
mas Day at the Hyperion Theater, New 
Haven, has had that date canceled and 
into Hurtie & Seamon's 125th 
Street Theater for its opening presenta- 
tion week of December 27.

MUTUAL CIRCUIT MANEUVERS 
Diplomatic Dave Gets Gayety 

When the local authorities of Montreal 
decided on the cancellation of the license 
of the Gavety Theater, present'ng Mutual 
Circuit shows, they failed to take account 
of the diplomacy that has made Dave 
Kraus, chairman of the executive com- 
mittee of the Mutual Burlesque Associa- 
tion. an indispensable asset to that asso- 
ciation. 

When Jack Conway, manager of the 
Gayety, phoned the M. B. A. that the 
license of the theater had been revoked, 
President Herk and Chairman Kraus went 
into conference with the result that 
“Diplomatic Thave” entrained imme- 
diately for Montreal, where he quickly 
convinced the counselors of local authori- 
ties that his application for a license was 
logical and practical, and Dave got what 
he wanted. 

Altho the license was revoked and the 
lessee subject to fines for giving theatri- 
cal performances in the house without 
license, Conway continued to keep the 
house open until Kraus’ arrival and 
restoration of license, therefore there is 
no foundation in fact for the rumor that 
the house would close. Kraus is now in 
Montreal conferring with local authorities 
and Manager Conway on the policy of 
future presentations that will include the 
continuance of Mutual Circuit shows un- 
der a rigid censorship.

Asher, George S. Kinnear, Frank B. Mil- 
ler, Roy Hamilton, W. H. Raino, J. B. 
Cunningham and Salome Hanlon. 
Customers, professional burlesquers and 
ther paying patrons of the Columbia, 
having placed the seal of their approval 
on Lew Talbot's presentation of White 
Cargo, anxiously awaited his innovation 
of The Gorilla at the Columbia. 
Not having seen the original production 
or its subsequent presentation in dra- 
matic stock houses we hadn't anything 


on the other patrons prior to the rise 
of the curtain, After seeing the presenta- 
tion thru we came to the conclusion that 


the billing should read Burlesquing the 
Bet, for Talbot's presentation is bur- 
lesque with a capital B. 

As many of our readers have not seen 
The Gorilla, a condensed review may not 
be amiss. especially as it refers to the 
reaction of the ‘audience. The curtain 
rises on a semi-darkened stage drawing- 
room interior with Carbow Hayes as 
Jefferson Lee, a colored servant, waiting 
on Dan Quinian as Cyrus Stephens, mas- 
ter of an antiquated homestead on Longe 
Island, awaiting the return of Salome 
Hanlon as Alice Denby, niece of Stephens. 

Miss Hanlon comes in accompanied by 
Walter Asher as Arthur Marsden, a play- 
wright. There is much dry dialog in this 
scene that moved the car-barn gallery 
gods to caustic criticism, the clientele at- 


tracted by drama to hysterical gicgles, 
and the typical burlesque fan to boree 
dom, as Stephens confides to Marsden 
that he has received notice from The 
Gorilla, a mysterions criminal, that he 
will visit the house at midnight. Ry an 
erent cranes ‘aaheeee, Gee 
has used that title for his latest play, 


the script of which he reads to Stephens 
as the curtain descends on the first act. 

The second act disclosed the mvysterions 
disappearance of Stephens. Marsden ap- 
peals to the police, who respond in the 
persons of Brad Sutton as Mulligan. a 
blustering, blatant, blunderinge  serto- 
comic detective, accompanied by Corse 
Payton as Garrity, a typical burlesquing 
detective, who starts the laughs coming 
aplenty and lays the foundation for the 
most laugh-evokine, applanse-getting 
Presentation of burlesque seen at the 
Colurabla this season. 

Sutton, a former straight man of bur- 


lesque, portrays his role in a legitimate 
manner, humoring his lines when the oc- 
casion calls for burlesquing. Sutton 
pulled the laughing ‘wow’ of the show 
in his response to Kinnear’s reference to 
Edgar Allan Poe, when Sutton, as Mulli- 
gan, ordered Kinnear to get Poe on the 
phone. Payton, a former dramatic stock 
leading man, portrays his role in an 
eccentric burlesquing manner with con- 


. tinual contortional twists and turns of his 


body, limbs and facial expressions in his 
efforts to garner laughs. Sutton and 
Payton are the highlights of the presenta- 
tion and to them belong the spoils of 
the show in laughter and applause, and 
the only logical reason the producer has 
for a presentation of this type to Co- 
lumbia Circuit patrons. If there are any 
on the circuit that Sutton and Payton 
can’t make laugh, they are hard-boiled 
antagonists indeed. 

Into the second act comes George S. 
Kinnear, a juvenile combination camera- 
man and reporter, who aids materially a 
la legit. in the laugh-evoking efforts of 
the detectives, who, instead of unraveling 
the mysterious disappearance of Stephens, 
add to the mystery bw suspecting every- 
one but the right one of being The 
Gorilla. Like The Bat and The Cat and 
the Canary and similar mystery plays, 
there are secret sliding panels, attics, 
cellars and other scenic equipment to 
meet the requirements of thrill-seeking 
mystery playgoers. 

Frank B. Miller as the stranger, a 
criminal: Roy Hamilton as a sailor, and 


J. B. Cunningham as Dr. Wilmer en- 
acted their respective lines legitimately 
and efficiently, and the same is ap- 


plicable to Miss Hanlon and Mr. Asher. 

Into the second part comes W. H. 
Raino as Poe in the guise of the Gorilla, 
for a pantomime presentation of animal 
love for feminine form in a portrayal 
pandering to the sensuality of those at- 
tracted to the presentation by the pictur- 
ization of The Gorilla and his near-nude 
feminine game. Deprived of the woman, 
the Gorilla leaps from the darkened stare 
into the equally darkened orchestra pur- 
sued by gun-shooting-by-flash-lighting 
detectiv®s amid the shrieks of the scared, 
the laughter and applause of the would- 
be wise in the audience. 


The revelation of Marsden as a Scot- 
land Yard detective, the unmasking of 
a man of mystery impersonating Stephens 
as the criminal Gorilla, the admission of 
the saflor as owner of the animal gorilla. 
cleared up part of the mystery, and the 
return to the first scene with Marsden 
finishing the read'ne of his play to the 
impersonator of Stephens closed the show, 
with everyone exiting making andible 
comments on its merits as a laugh-evok- 
ine presentation of burlesque par ex- 
cellence.

George M. Cohan Theater 
Film: ‘‘Michael Strogoff’”’ 
(Universal) 


for one or two instances of im- 
plausible incidents, Michael Strogoff is a 
worthy importation. The film transcrip- 
tion of Jules Verne's immortal classic 
of the middle 19th Century was made by 
Films de France and thru arrangement 
by Jean Sapene is released ‘n this country 
by Universal. Discounting the scenes in 
which the hero shaves himself with a 
piece of glass and kills a bear with a 
drawing-room thrust of his knife, and 
overlooking the failure of a realistic ef- 
fort to put out his eyes as punishment for 
being caught as a spy, the film is a

panoramic account of the conflict stirred 
in the Russias by the militant Tartars. 

The action builds rationally, evenly 
and beautifully to a fitting and exciting 
climax, presenting the biggest surprise 
when it is learned the hero’s eyes were 
not gouged out. Adhering to the Verne 
story, the adventures of the _ special 
courier of the Czar in his 5000 miles’ 
journey from Moscow to a distant town 
in Siberia to warn the Czar’s brother 
against a plotted attack by the Tartars 
are depicted faithfully and with deep in- 
terest. 

There are many picturesque scenes in 
the picture, most of the exteriors of which 
were made in Lithuania. A few are done 
in colors and badly. The camera has 
caught the spirit of the horrors recorded 
in the Verne novel, often picturing scenes 
with stark realism, and in a few of the 
‘shots” reflects the German artistry in 
photographic art. 

Subtitles, which after all must have 
been difficult to write for Michael Strog- 
off, pass muster, but as a rule are below 
average. 

The cast is entirely Russian. Ivan 
Moskine is effective as the Czar’s courier 
and Nathalie Kovanko highly favorable 
as the heroine. In villain roles M. 
Chakalouny and M. Defas are as realistic 
as the parts they essay, They are Tar- 
tars as the mind’s eye would picture 
them in a perusal of the novel. Universal 
is bringing Moskine to this country, it 
announces.

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A Penalty of Disobedience 

Ears of members who have been ap- 
proached to play parts in dramatic pro- 
ductions over the Columbia Circuit have 
been filled with promises of good things, 
Some of them have believed those 
promises, and, despite the definite orders 
and the explicit reasons of Equity, a few 
have entered the new field. Those who 
have done so have been suspended by 
the council 

Recently it came to light that Arthur 
Finnegan, suspended for playing with 
What Price Glory?, on the Columbia 
Wheel, had been previously engaged for 
the London production of Broadway. The 
play is a great success here, and com- 
petent observers, among them English- 
men, have predicted an equally warm ree 
ception for it In England. 

But because of his suspension, Equity 
members could not appear with Mr, Fin- 
negan, gnd he was replaced by another 
actor. 

Broadway promises to have a long run 
abroad. What Price Glory? is reported 
not doing so well on the Columbia Cir- 
cuit. Mr. Finnegan does not seem to 
have profited by his choice. 

Equity does not I’ke to see its mem- 
bers in trouble. It is not in a gloating 
spirit that it has pointed out this in- 
cident. It is sorry for Mr. Finnegan, 
sorry that it had to refuse to allow its 
thembers to play with him. But the as- 
sociation cannot allow the minimum con- 
ditions to be discarded, nor permit its 
members to decline to accept orders. 
Perhaps other actors who are approached 
with similar offers may remember the 
consequences of Mr. Finnegan’s choice 
and may be saved from similar penalties. 


M. P. A. Settles Gordon Claims in Full 

The Managers’ Protective Association 
has made final payment on the $12,590, 
claimed by the Actors’ Equity Associa- 
tion for the cast and chorus of A Regular 
Girl, which was abandoned by Charles K. 
Gordon last summer after three weeks in 
rehearsal. 

Mr. Gordon was certified to Equity as 
being a member of the Managers’ Pro- 
tective Association. and the requirement 
of posting a bond was waived. But when, 
after three weeks of rehearsal, his backers 
walked out on him, and Equity instituted 
claims for the members of the company, 
the M. P. A. informed the association that 
Mr. Gerdon had not paid his dues and 
assessments and had been suspended. 

Because of the prior notification that 
Mr. Gérdon was a member in good stand- 


ing of the M. P. A., Equity was not dis- 
posed to accept this explanation, and 
pressed the matter to arbitration. 

The award upheld Equity’s contentions, 
and the M. P. A. agreed to assume the 
payment for Mr, Gordon. It offered cash 
for approximately half the claim, and 
promised to meet the remainder within 
120 days. This has now been done, and 
the members of A Regular Girl Company 
have been paid off as they have come in 
for their money. 


Hackett Buried From Little Church 


The funeral of James K. Hackett, who 
left a substantial part of his estate to 
theatrical institutions and organizations, 
eventually, was held in the Episcopal 
Church of the Transfiguration, known to 
generations of actors as “The Little 
Church Around the Corner”, on Friday, 
December 3. 

A delegation from the Actors’ Equity 
Association, one of the prospective bene- 
ficiaries of the estate, attended, as did 
also delegations from The Players, The 
Lambs (likewise remembered), the Col- 
lege of the City of New York and the 
Alpha Delta Phi Fraternity. 

The pallbearers included Frank Gill- 
more, Bernard M. Baruch, John Drew, 
Professor Lewis F. Mott, Frank W. 
Richardson, Frank K. Hiteheock, W. M. 
K. Oleott, W. Franklyn Paris, Arthur 
Guiterman and George W. Hubbell. 

Until further arrangements gre made 
Mr. Hackett’s ashes will remain in St. 
Joseph’s Chapel of the “Little Church”.

Big New York Studios Dwindle to Two 


Three years or so ago there were 
evidences that many of the motion picture 
studios were seriously considering mak- 
ing New York the principal seat of pro- 
ductions, The great supply of actors 
available in New York, and the con- 
venience of being able to combine finan- 
cial and producing activities from one 
source, were believed to offset fully 
Southern California’s matchless climate. 

But the tide still continues to set the 
other way. One by one the studios in 
New York haye been abandoned or con- 
verted to other uses, until according to a 
note in the theatrical column of The New 
York World, there are only two large 
studios in operation in this city, Para- 
mount’s at Astoria, and the Fox on 10th 
avenue.

As Mr. De Cordoba is rehearsing it has 
been necessary to discontinue the dra- 
matic classes until January 1. We ay 
listing all who are interested, and will 
notify them as soon as Mr. De Cordoba 
returns. In that we have been limiting 
the classes it has been necessary to turn 
many applicants away. 

Neither a chorus member or a man- 
ager may give a two weeks’ notice, any 
part of which extends over into the 
Christmas layoff period—providing that 
there is a layoff. 

We do not permit managers to give 
members of the Chorus Equity a two 
weeks’ notice, one week of which Is a 
layoff in which no salary is paid \ 
manager giving said notice is required 
to pay two weeks’ salary. A member 
giving the same notice must pay for any 
part of his notice that he does not work 
out because of the layoff. 

In order that a company may be prop- 
erly organized when leaving for the road 
some managers have adopted the practice 
of asking two or three weeks before the 
end of the New York run, what mem- 
bers of the chorus expect to go on the 
road. In one instance the management 
had such sign papers. After signing and 
then working thruout the New York run, 
several members handed in notices 

The Chorus Equity has no run of the 
play contract. Members who sign an 
agreement to go on the road have, in 
effect, signed a road contract. From this 
contract he can be released by giving 
a two weeks’ notice only after he has 
gone on the road in accordance with his 
agreement, 

This of course !s true only where a 
written agreement exists. 

Some of our members have the idea 
that Equity guarantees at least two 
weeks’ salary to all members for any 
engagement they may take, 

Such is not true. The contract calls 
for at least two weeks’ salary, Only when 
we have a bond covering that amount 
can we guarantee it. The association is 
not an employer. Should Equity guar- 
antee to pay two weeks’ salary we would 
be backing all penn'less producers. In 
other words, your money would be used 
so that managers could gamble. 

Members holding cards good until No- 
vember 1, 1926, owe $6.25 to May 1, 
1927, January 1, unpaid members will 
owe $6.50.

Preparations are under way for a 
replica of the Moscow Art Theater in 
Chicago—at least the atmosphere of the 
Moscow Art Studio and its methods will 
be reproduced in a Theater Intime in the 
Fine Arts Building, Chicago. 

Ivan Lazareff, a member of the Mos- 
cow Art Theater, who since last May 
has been directing the work of the Chi- 
eago Laboratory Theater, has leased 
what was formerly the Grace Hickox 
studio in the Fine Arts Building. This 
is now in process of redecoration and re- 
modeling to suit the needs of the com- 
pany, whose open rehearsals during the 


summer attracted a good-sized audience. 
Nicholas Remisoff, Russian painter, is 
assisting Lazareff in the scenic and 
decorative arrangements. The first 
series of six studio performances will 
open January 14 and the theater will 
accommodate 150. Only sketches and 
short plays will be used and larger pro- 
ductions will be given in a regular Chi- 
cago theater. The plays will be given in 
English and will not be confined to Rus- 
sian authors. A committee of Chicago- 
ans, headed by Mrs. William S. Monroe, 
is planning a Russian Christmas cele- 
bration, set tentatively for January 7, to 
launch the theater’s plans for the sea- 
son. A group of junior leaguers is as- 
sisting the regular committee. 


THE KENT, ENGLAND, 
COMMUNITY THEATERS 


The Kent Rural Community Council, 
which is one of the most advanced of 
the county organizations operating ynder 
the auspices of the National Rural Com- 
mvnity Council movement, has recently 
taken a significant step in the develop- 
ment of the community drama activity. 
Kent is, of course, particularly rich in 
village and urban theatrical producing 
societies and clubs, and the Community 
Council felt that apart from the admir- 
able work which was already being done 
by such national organizations as the 
British Drama League, the National 
Cperatic and Dramatic Association, The 
Village Drama Society and so on, the 
correlation of the work of the vartous 
groups on a county basis would mate- 
rially assist in the general development 
of the theatrical work in the district. A 
subcommittee was therefore formed, 
under the chairmanship of Mrs. Gran- 
ville-Streatfield, C. B. E.. J. P., and an 
honorary secretary and dramatic adviser 
was appointed in the person of H. R, 


Barbor, director of the Shoreham 
(Kent) Village Players and London 
dramatic critic of The Billboard. The 


committee immediately set to work to 
make a survey of the various societies 
and a list of forthcoming dramatic and 
musical productions by amateur societies 
in Kent has just been published. Over 
a hundred dramatic and musical fixtures 
are listed, and a surprising array of so- 
cieties, many of them giving most am- 
bitious productions, is disclosed. The 
Council hopes to effect exchanges of per- 
formances between the various centers 
end has also drawn up a panel of lec- 
turers and expert advisers to assist in 
the formation or development of the va- 
rious affiliated bodies. 

On October 30 a one-day school was 
held in the Corn Excharge, Maidstone, 
in order to test the probable support for 
a week or fortnight’s school of drama, to 
be held in connection with a _ village 
drama festival in 1927. The Council was 
overwhelmed with applications, and altho 
it was originally proposed to limit the 
attendance to 100, considerably over 
twice that number of people were present 
to hear a__lecture on community drama 
bv Sir Barry Jackson of the Birmingham 
Repertory Theater and a lecture-recital 
by Athere Seyler on speech in the the- 
ater. Discussions followed and the after- 
noon was devoted to a demonstration re- 
hearsal under community drama condi- 
tions by the Council’s dramatic adviser. 
The enthusiasm of the audience and the 
ready promise of support for the more 
ambitious venture determined the Coun- 
cil to proceed at once with plans which 
it is hoped to put into effect next Easter. 

Primarily, the training of producers 
and leaders of the movement fs proposed, 
and it is hoped that representative pro- 
Guctions by selected village societies will 
illustrate the advance of this invaluable 
aspect of modern village recreational! 
and educational activity.

HOW TO “RETOUCH” 
DYED TRESSES 

In response to several inquiries cone 
cerning the retouching of dyed hair: Ex- 
perts, when retouching dyed hair—a 
process which is usually necessary every 
five weeks—apply the dye so as to leave 


a %-inch line of demarcation between 
the hair which has grown in and 
the old hair. When the dye is ap- 


plied it is brushed toward the scalp, the 
hair being held in an upward position 
and the dye applied with absorbent cot- 
ton on the end of an orangewood stick 
After the application is made the dye 
is combed thru the hair and blended be- 
yond the line of demarcat:on, care being 
taken not to comb the dye into the hair 
which has previously been colored. Be 
sure before applying the retouch that the 
hair js very clean. The length of time 
the dye is left on before the second 
shampoo is learned only from experience. 
The longer the dye is left on the deeper 
becomes the color. 


A new type of powder puff has ap- 
peared and should certainly win milady’s 
H approval.

Well, Miss 
Disney has enjoyed her vacation and is 
now back in the game, but with the re- 
solve to do free-lance designing from her 
studio at 305 West 91st street. Despite

ON REQUEST of the local at Logans- 
port, Ind., Ben Brown, representing the

employment of three men when any 
equipment is used. Brown has reported 
to I. A. headquarters his inability to 
straighten out the matter and is now in 
Pontiac, Mich., where trouble, the nature 
of which is not revealed. has arisen be- 
tween managers and local. 

The controversy with the Logansport 
house, which plays acts, began when the 
local union insisted the theater was vio- 
lating its agreement. On yellow report 
ecards sent to I. A. headquarters for the 
Clark Sisters’ Revue it is shown a man 
is called for in each department, but 
only two worked the house. The card 
earries an explanation that “if pin rail 
on floor is used one man less is required.” 
Pin rail constitutes equipment and ne- 
cessitates the employment of a man in 
the carpentry department, the I. A. de- 
clares. 

There is a possibility Brown will be 
sent back to Logansport again to renew 
efforts toward an amicable settlement of 
the rift between union and management. 


ACTING ON COMPLAINTS from lo- 
cals at Pittstown and Allentown, Pa., 


Representative Krouse of the Alliance 
was dispatched to these points to inves- 
tigate the discharge of operators from 
local houses. The names of the theaters 
were not given by the local, and Krouse 
did not furnish them in his report, in 
which he advised headquarters he had 
ironed out the trouble. It seems that one 
ease had to do with the firing of a union 
operator after the manager discovered he 
belonged to a labor organization.

other operator in the houses was created,

“The best tricks of the performance 
were the feats of legerdermain which 
Thurston performed with his marvelous 
hands, such as palming cards and pro- 
ducing rabbits and articles of female 
wearing apparel from staid-looking gen- 
tlemen’s coats. <A pretty deceit was the 
catching of pigeons apparently from the 
open air, and another was the illusion 
of breaking an electric lamp which had 
been glowing with light a minute before 
and producing a canary from it. 

“Many of the tricks intended to mys- 
tify the audience were accomplished by 
the use of such complicated apparatus 
and so many attendants that the manner 
of doing them was rather obvious. An 
old theatergoer came to the opinion that 
the art of magic has not improved since 
the days of Kellar. 

“Some of the persons called from the 
audience to assist in various features 
acted their parts so well that the audi- 
ence was undetermined whether they were 
real spectators or ‘with the show’. 

“The Society of Osiris, which is com- 
posed exclusively of magicians, attended 
the show, and afterward entertained Mr. 
and Mrs. Thurston at dinner at the Hotel 
Caswell.”

Dante the Magician Says 
Let the Public Know 


Dante, the magician, while playing 
Detroit last week, ir an interview in The 
Detroit Evening Times, said: 

“Not only should a magician know his 
tricks, but the public also should be in 
on some of the secrets. 

“Dante, for more than a score of years 
a professional entertainer, doubts the 
wisdom of the Society of American Ma- 
gicians in banning members from ex- 
posing the ‘how’ of tricks in publica- 
tions, or otherwise publicly. 

“If magicians keep their secrets too 
secretly, what’s going to happen to the 
future of magic?” he asked of an inter- 
viewer. “Interest in magic is more keen 
than ever. I believe such interest will 
continue, but it will certainly die out if 
there’s no new crop of mystifiers. 

“Furthermore, I believe exposing tricks 
creates added interest in magical per- 
formances. Every amateur magician is 
a box-office patron. 

“Who are the patrons of the musical 
art? Those who understand music, chiefly. 
Who enjoys Paderewski most, a person 
minus any knowledge of the pianist’s art 
or one versed in its technique? What 
sport attracts the greatest crowds? Base- 
ball. Nearly every fan understands the 
fine points of baseball—that's why he’s 
a fan. 

“Let the public in on old tricks, I say. 
Make new ones and whet their interest. 
Let ’em find out how these deceptions are 
accomplished, if they can, and later on, 
when you have more new stuff, tell ’em. 

“Of course, I don’t mean that a ma- 
gician should tell all he knows, but let 
him tell something. Magic is a big thing; 
you can’t kill it by exposing a trick. In- 
stead, you help it along. It gets other 
persons thinking of new stunts. That's 
what makes for progress in magic.”

The Al G. Field Minstrels is setting 
a pace for the cleanliness of its enter- 
tainment, according to newspaper clip- 
pings from the South. 

One daily paper, in an editorial prais- 
ing the company, said that “the only 
piece of material which might be ques- 
tioned was the little horseplay by Harry 
Frankel about the definition of a back- 
bone—and this already had appeared: in 
The Ladies’ Home Journal and kindred 
publications.”

In fact, that’s the only kind that is 
likely to go very far. 


Critics Who Cheat 


Here’s one of the richest yet. 

At the second nerformance of a new 
Broadway production not long ago the 
critic of a theater fan magazine was 
seen going home in the middle of an 


incident was duly commented 
upon by a newspaper columnist, and in 
the following issue of the magazine in 
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question the accused critic replied by 
saying that, first of all, he wasn’t the 
only critic to leave before the show was 
over, since another member of the 
fraternity beat him to it by an act 
earlier, and second, that the real reason 
he left was because the acting was so 
bad. Then he facetiously suggests two 
remedies. One is that theaters rivet 
each critic to his seat, and the other is 
that producers get good actors. 

When a critic gets to feel his im- 
portance as acutely as this, there is lit- 
tle hope for him. But the sponsors of 
the production in the present case 
should not fail to remind him that it is 
the critic's DUTY to sit thru every play 
whether the acting is good or bad. In 
fact, his duty is even more imperative 
when the performance is bad, bgcause 
that’s when he should make note of 
what’s wrong, and then particularize 
about it, tell how to correct it, and 
thereby fulfill his appointed task as it 
ought to be fulfilled. 

If there is anything the theater needs 
more than it needs good actors, it is 
good, honest critics. 


Boston Culture 


‘Boston and its well-known cultured 
taste received somewhat of a setback 
in the failure of The Wisdom Tooth to 
attract sufficient audiences in that city. 

The play, in addition to its New York 
run, was unanimously praised by the 
Boston critics. 

Somebody went so far as to call it 
“as good as Barrie”. 

Even after discounting this flattery 
in a measure, the consensus of opinion 
still held that the comedy was both 
artistic and amusing to an unusual de- 
gree. 

Yet Boston passed it up. 

Proving, once more, that you never 
can tell about these zsthetes. 


Theaters and Art 


There is little danger that the theater 
will ever be put on a purely art basis. 

With libraries, museums, picture gal- 
leries and other institutions giving the 
public all the art it desires free of 
charge, the commercial stage recom- 
mends itself and attracts patrons by the 
very fact that it is commercial. 

Amusement seekers have a way of 
reasoning that, where money is de- 
manded, there must be a more or less 
fair exchange or the business would not 
endure, 


Oldtimers 


The oldtimers are not always for- 
gotten. 

Over in Lisbon, the great Portuguese 
actress, Lucinda Simoes, still holds first 
place on the stage of her country and 
in the hearts of her people, despite the 
fact that she is 76 years old. 

Holland, too, has a “Dutch Sarah 
Pernhardt”, the 76-year-old Theodora 
Mann Bouwmeester, who, tho retired, 
continues to retain her popularity. 

And what about our own John Drew 
and Mrs. Thomas Whiffen?

The Metropolitan Opera Company 
also comes rightfully under the head- 
ing of repertory, altho it concerns it- 
self with the lyric, instead of the spoken, 
drama. 

By and large, however, the expres- 
sion “repertory theater” has come to be 
understood as meaning a more or less 
permanently located stock company, giv- 
ing a new bill every week or so, with 
an occasional return to a previously 
acted play—but never actually prepared 
to give anything except the current bill. 

This is not repertory in the true 
sense. 


Sensational News 


Basil Rathbone said a big heap when 
he declared that the newspapers, by fea- 
turing crime, immorality and _ sensa- 
tional stories in general, are creating 
a public taste which will demand the 
same class of fare on the stage. 

Of course, in view of what has hap- 
pened to the Citizens’ Play Jury, it is 
not likely that Mr Rathbone’s sugges- 
tion regarding the establishment of a 
citizens’ news jury will receive much 
serious notice. 

But it’s a mighty good idea just the 
same. 

And it fetched a nice pile of pub- 
licity for Mr. Rathbone. 


Sesqui and Daily Press 


Dissecting and diagnosing of the 
Sesquicentennial continues right and 
left. 

Daily newspapers, weekly macazines 
and monthly periodicals from all parts 
of the country are setting forth their 
particular explanations for the failure 
of the big event. 

It doesn’t take much of a doctor to 
pronounce the nature of the illness after 
the patient is dead. 

And since so many of the papers 
blame the fiasco on lack of sufficient 
publicity, it is not out of place to re- 
mark that if the celebration had re- 
ceived in the beginning some of the 
attention that it is getting now from 
the general press, there might have been 
a different story to tell. 


Readjusting the Road 


The decrease in the number of legiti- 
mate road attractions is gradually be- 
ing offset by an increase in the number 
of road-film productions. 

Coincidentally, the road film shows 
are being amplified and augmented 
more and more with special musical 
features, orchestras, stage effects, pro- 
logs and incidental attractions. 

It is not improbable that, in due 
course of time, the very movies them- 
selves will have more in common with 
the old legitimate road shows than they 
have with the films. 

Yes, the theater on the road may be 
merely undergoing a little readjustment. 

It will meet itself coming back one 
of these days. 


Verity in Films 


Even the most inveterate Mardi Gras 
fan will find it difficult to place the 
extremely overdrawn scenes and char- 
acters, not to mention the waterfront 
with its natty seamen and well-kept 
police station, in the film, God Gave 
Me Twenty Cents, the plot of which is 
laid in New Orleans. 

It is reported that, in reproducing 
the scenes, the director responsible for 
this production depended upon his 
memory, instead of bringing the com- 
pany to the actual locations. 

Jetween this and what happened to 
the circus when pictured from memory 
on the screen, it appears that the mem- 
ory is not as delicate an instrument as 
Thomas Burke said it was. 


Cores and Encores 


Well, did you get your 15 cents’ worth 
last week? 


The evils of centralized drama are at 
last beginning to break forth on Broad- 
way, where a zone law is being ad- 
vocated as a means of relieving the al- 
most fatal congestion. 


Applause is not always prompted by a 
desire to show appreciation or to pay 
tribute for favors received. Sometimes 
it is given in anticipation. So don't get 
in the habit of resting on your ap- 
plause. 


The more you think of the S. W. 
Brundage Shows’ slogan—“We comply 
with the pure-show laws”—the better it 
sounds. It’s one of those lines that the 
public remembers—especially when the 
show leaves a favorable impression be- 
hind. 


The Actors’ Benevolent Fund in Fn- 
gland is having just as much difficulty 
as the Actors’ Fund of America in get- 
ting support from members of the pro- 
fession. Which gives the English and 
American actors at least one thing in 
common—they are both improvident. 


The engagement of a woman as pro- 
ducer at the Norwegian National Thea- 
ter in Oslo, Norway, has caused a group 
of actors to threaten to strike rather 
than appear in plays put on by a mem- 
ber of the once weaker sex. Couldn't 
Rosalie Stewart or Mrs. Henry B. Har- 
ris help the unfortunate woman out? 


Sally Long didn’t do right by Florenz 
Ziegfeld in allowing him to insure her 
for $100,000 against marriage when she 
already was a lawfully wedded wife. 
If she had been a good business woman, 
she would have had him insure her 
against divorce. There would have been 
some percentage in that. 


_ London and New York must be play- 
ing see-saw in the matter of theater 
supply and demand. Only a short time 
ago Broadway had more plays than 
theaters, while London lacked produc- 
tions for its houses. Now our main 
drama lane faces a shortage of attrac- 
tions, while the English capital hasn’t 
enough theaters to go around. 


A record in the amusement business 
is chronicled by The Richland County 
Farmer, Wahpeton, N. D., which says 
that when Clint and Bessie Robbins 
played that community there were pa- 
trons in the house who had driven a 
distance of 35 miles over winter roads 
to see the show. Are the folks in the 
sticks hungry for drama? Don't ask 
foolish questions. 


Even the French, who are so prone to 
accuse the “dollar-mad Americans” of 
commercializing everything, have an 
off moment now and then. On the re- 
cent departure of Cecile Sorel from 
Paris for New York, half-page and fu!!- 
page advertisements, thinly disguised 
as news, described her gowns, shoes and 
hats, and lauded their creators. The 
furniture and stage settings, including 
Madame Du Barry’s bed, which, ac- 
cording to report, are to be sold in 
America, also received their full share 
of publigity.

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The Rights 


OMETIMES knowledge on the sub- 
S jects of trade names is valuable in 
nabling theater owners to avoid 
Itigation. And the law with respect to 
this -ubject is indeed easily understood. 
Tho general rule of the law is estab- 
lished that no person is entitled to the 


exclusive use of a trade name which de- 


scribes the business. For instance, no 
proprietor of a theater can acquire the 
exclusive ownership to a name as show- 
house, arnusement, ete., and prevent other 


persons from using It. 

On the other hand, it has been held 
that altho a name is descriptive and com- 
mon to the business, if, by long usage, 
it has attained a secondary meaning 
which readily indicates a particular place 
ef business to the public, the orig’nal and 
continuous user of such a name may pre- 
vent others from using it. 


For example, various higher courts 
have held that such words. as national, 
American, giant, royal, and the like, 
whle not distinctive, may acquire a 
secondary meaning of importance that 
the owner legally has the exclusive right 
to its use In the locality in which it has 
become well known, and may ask a court 


to restrain another from applying it to 
1 like business. 

A common source of litigation is where 
a person acquires the use of common 
words, as big theater, Cinc’nnati thea- 
ter, and the like. The law is that while 
no person can rightfully claim exclusive 
ownership to either of the two words 
separated from each other, where the 
words are used together to indicate a 
theater, the or ginal user of the name is 
entitled to its exclusive use in the locality 
in which it has become established in 
the minds of the people. 

v7 IS important to know that there 
| s a distinct legal difference between 

a trade mark and a trade name. Brief- 
ly a trade 
vice name 


mark is a symbol, mark, de- 

or other character ued to 

indicate the origin or manufacturer of 

salable merchandise. Therefore, a trade 

mark cannot be had on the name of a 

theater, because it is not salable mer- 
chandise. 

A trade name may be either a mark, 

symbol or other indication associated with 


a place of business. Moreover, a trade 
mark is registerable in the United States 
patent office, but a trade name is not. 
For the original user of either a trade 
mark or trade name to be entitled to its 
exclusive use it is not necessary to regs 
ister it or obtain a copyright on it. A 
mere first use is sufficient, because the 
law will not permit any person or firm 
to use a trade mark or trade name that 
is so similar to another that people are 


likely to be confused. 
S gives it his surname. Under these 

circumstances he is entitled to the 
exclusive use of his name on all theaters 
in a restricted area. In other words, an- 
other person having the same or similar 
name may not open a theater and use 
his own name in the name christened 
the theater. This is true because the 
law is well established that a person 
has a legal r'ght to use his own name 
only so long as another person is not 
unfairly damaged by the use. 


For illustration, in a quite recently de- 
cided case it was disclosed that a man 
named Rogers had used his name in the 
trade name of a business. Another 
Rogers used h's name in the trade name 
of a business in the same class. The first 
user instituted legal proceedings against 
the person who last adopted the name 
Rogers and the court held that such a 
use was fradulent. Morever, the fact that 
the Mr. Rogers who last entered into 
the business printed with his trade name 
the notice “Not connected with any other 
person of the same name” was held not 
sufficient to dictinguish his business from 
the business founded by the first Rogers. 

However, in cases of this kind the legal 
r'ght of the original user of his name, in 
the trade name of a business, to obtain 
a judgment for damages and an injunc- 
tion to prevent another from using the 
name is based upon whether or not the 
new use effects Ioss or damage to the 
original user. The cause of action is 
based on unfair competit'on, and it has 
been held on numerous occasions that the 
use of a trade name will not be enjoined 
by a court unless the complaining party 
can show that he is damaged by loss 
of business or in some other manner. 

For example, in a recent case it was 


OMETIMES the owner of a theater 
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shown that a person had operated a busi- 
ness for a long period and called it by 
the name of the street on which it was 
situated. Later he moved to a different 
street and another person rented the 
vacated building and established a busi- 
ness under the name by the former renter. 
The court held that the use of the trade 
name by the last renter was deception 
of the public, and the complaining party 
was granted an injunction restraining 
such use. ‘ 


N ANOTHER case the court in effect 

said that for one trade name to in- 

fringe another it is not necessary that 
the two names should be exactly alike 
in appearance and sound, because in- 
fringement exists if the names resemble 
each other to such a degree that persons 
of ordinary caution are deceived. 


In still another case where the same 
point of law was involved, the court ex- 
plained that the use of a trade name will 
be enjoined where it is proved that it 
was adopted with the intention of un- 
fairly securing a part of another trade. 
Where the name of a theater is copied 
to such a degree that persons who read 
an advertisement of one theater believe 
it to be the advertisement of the other, it 
is reasonable to assume that one name in- 
fringes the other. 

Briefly, infringement of a trade name 
is where the later-adopted name is not 
readily distinguishable from the other 
used in the same line of business, in the 
same city or locality. 


But it is important to know that 
where a person leases a buildng and 
operates a theater under the name of the 
building, the proprietor of the theater 
does not acquire ownership of the name. 

For instance, where a person leased 
a building named Tower Palace and 
used this name as a trade name for his 
business, it was held that after he 
vacated the building he could not pre- 
vent a person from establishing the same 
kind of a business therein under the 
trade name of Tower Palace, 


ENERALLY speaking, in selecting the 
¢ name of a theater or other place of 
amusement, it is inadvisable to adopt 

a trade name that may be considered even 
in a slight degree similar to the name 
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of any other place of amusement in 
the same locality. However, where two 
theaters are so widely separated that the 
use of similar trade names will not in- 
terfere with the business of either, there 
can be no liability. 

Morever, it is permissible to use ex- 

actly the same trade name alré ady in wse 
in the same city, providing the original 
user of the name has not associated it 
with the same line of business in which 
the later use is engaged. 
; But where the trade name of a park 
is Alto, the person who names a theater 
Alto may be enjoined from its use, be- 
cause the two businesses are in the same 
general class. 


Another distinction between a registered 
trade mark and a trade name is that 
the owner of a trade mark has the ex- 
clusive right to its use in the whok 
United States, whereas a trade name, not 
being registerable, is owned by its user 
only in a limited district. Also, reg- 
istered trade-mark litigations are under 
the jurisdiction of the United States 
Courts, while trade-name cases are tried 
before the State Courts, unless the parties 
in the controversy are citizens of dif- 
ferent States, under which circumstances 
po United States Courts have jurisdio- 

on. 


But where the trade name of a theater 
is written or printed in an artistic or 
attractive manner a copyright may be 
obtained on it. And the law requires that 
the subject of the copyright must not be 
published or placed on public display be- 
fore the notification, Copyrighted (year) 
by (owner), is printed on each and every 
publication made. In other words, the 
right to obtain a copyright is lost if 
even one publication is made without the 
required notification. 


SUMMARIZE: The trade name of 
a theater need not be registered under 
State or other laws for the original 
user to acquire the exclusive ownership 
to it in a restricted locality. Any person 
who adopts a name so similar to another 
already in use that the original user is 
likely to suffer financial losses, or if the 
public may be confused, the later user 
is Hable in damages, as well as being 
subject to fines or imprisonment provided 
by the statutes.

Movie Projection With Gas 


Tampa, Fla., December 4, 1926. 
Editor The Billboard: 

I am going to make a Christmas 
present to those of your readers who 
use gas in the projection of moving pic- 
tures of a method of improving their 
light 100 per cent. Perhaps they al- 
ready use this method. I ought to have 
discovered it years ago. 

I file the tip on the gas lamp perfectly 
flat on the side that goes next to the 
pastil, or lime, so that the hole thru 
which the gas comes will set snug to 
the pastil—touching it. T take out and 
throw away the adjustable holder by 
which the pastil is raised or lowered. 
Taking a round spring clip such as 
used to hold letters on files and which T 
find in the 5 and 10-cent stores, I solder 
it to the head of a 10-penny nail. Then 
getting a cood-sized potato. IT cut it in 
halves and lav one-half on the two metal 
tuhes of the lamp which convey the 
prestolite and oxygen gas to the tip. 

T then push the nail into the potato 
and adjust it so that it is slanting away 
from the tip at an angle of about 15 
degrees. The tip touches the pastil 
about in the center, and because of thy 
pastil being slanted away from it the gas 
makes the whole upper part of the pastil 
incandescent instead of boring a little 
hole into it. and the light becoming 
fainter as the hole gets deeper 

Tf you have difficulty in getting oxygen 
get your garageman to order it for you 
and don't forget to prepay the freight 
when you send the empties back.

For artistry in motion picture produc- 
tion, Ufa most certainly stands alone in 
the by now overcrowded field.

Tents Blow Up---Not Down 


(F. J. LUEBBERT in National Canvas Goods Manufacturers’ 


Review) 


(NOTE: Showmen and others who have 
had experience with tents are invited to 
send in their suggestions and recom- 
mendations on this subject, with a view 
to bringing out what improvements can 
be made in the construction of tents to 
insure better service and greater safety.) 


The last few weeks, during storms, 
severa] large tents, used for fairs and 
exhibit purposes, not alone in California 
but other places, have blown down, doing 
more or less damage, and as per usual 
the tentmaker was to blame in the eye 
of the public. 

It is well to ask the question: Is it or 
is it not the tentmaker’s fault that such 
tent does not stand up during an ordinary 
storm. In the writer’s opinion this can 
be answered YES and NO, both answers 
being correct. 

The tentmaker of today has not had 
true scientific information how wind 
pressures affect a large tent. Architects 
and other scientific research men have 
not given any attention to tent building, 
as these men naturally can sell their 
services and knowledge to better advan- 
tage. The average tentmaker would not 
agree with them anyway, as he would 
have to change his mode of tent building 
and a change in tent building. 

The average large tent as built today 
is not built on correct principles and no 
matter how well made, cannot and will 
not stand up. If every time, when a 
60-mile wind blows, a building would 
collapse, we would be tolerably busy re- 
building our cities, as in a good many 
sections of the U. S. A. these winds 
are not uncommon. 

A tent is a different structure from 
a building and stresses from wind pres- 
sure affect tents differently. If you 
would build a building say 150 by 350 
and leave the weather side open (which 
you are certainly doing in a tent, as the 
canvas and walls do not offer much 
protection) and then have a 40 to 50- 
foot heicht and fasten everything down 
solid so that wind could not escape, the 
pressure would be so enormous at the 
lee side that even such a building could 
not stand up under this strain and woul 
collapse. 

Buildings, however, are closed and then 
divided into rooms or halls, which again 
are protected with doors to keep out wind, 
and therefore the only wind pressure is 
from the outside, which can be overcome, 
and the strain can be figured by any 
architect. Tents, however, act different- 
ly in storms. A tent in a windstorm 
has first to withstand the outside pres- 
sure of the wind: in addition to this the 
pressure of the wind in due time acts 


. 


the same as if you would take a toy 
balloon and inflate same. The difference 
again is that a toy balloon expands in 
all directions. The pressure in the tent 
reflexes mostly toward the top; therefore 
the strain on the guy ropes becomes a 
double strain. First, the actual wind pres- 
sure from outside; next, the lift ng pull 
from the inside, and these stresses can- 
not be figured; furthermore, canvas and 
rope give, and there is a greater strain 
near the center of the tent than there is 
near the end. The X or unknown strains 
on tents cannot be figured with any dee 
gree of accuracy. 

Tent ropes. It is a well-known fact 
that rope will shrink in wet weather, some 
rope as much as three-fourths inch to 1 
foot. If rain or snow accompanies the 
windstorm this is another factor to be 
reckoned with. 


STILL MORE STRAIN ON THE 
ROPES AND STAKES. If during such 
a storm the man in charge of the tent 
attempts to relieve the strain by slacken- 
ing the ropes, he frequently slackens one 
rope more than another, and this puts 
unequal stresses on the whole tent struc- 
ture; so it can be readily understood why 
tents blow down (or rather blow up) in 
a storm which would not affect a build- 
ing. For fairs or exhibition purposes, 
after the tent is erected, one or two 
men are left in charge to look after the 
tent. These men are helpless if a sud- 
den storm arises, as it is humanly im- 
possible to release the strain at once. A 
circus is different; there are enough men 
to take care of all the ropes and these 
men are trained in this work. 


Additional danger in exhibit tents is 
caused by the exhibitors fastening the 
booth, etc. to poles and covering up 
ropes. The average exhibit or fair tent 
is dangerous. Another danger is the 
electric light wiring when a tent blows 
down; quite often persons are hurt by 
coming in contact with live wires. <A 
tent should be so wired that at the least 
sien of danger of collapse, a 
could be drawn to eliminate live wires. 
Fneugh’ spotlights should be on the 


a ground, so tent can be lighted from the 


outside and independent from the light 
in the tent. 

Human lives are too valuable to be 
jeopardized with unnecessary danger. 

The tentmaker as a rule rents a tent 
to the fairs or other exhibitors. The 
prices for such rentals are highly 
competitive: no one knows what safety 
devices should be employed, and, as a 
rule, cares less. Ships would not be al- 
lowed to go to sea without life preservers 
or life boats, but thousands take their 


switch 
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chances in large tents without any pro- 
tection whatsoever. Before a _ theater 
building can be opened to the public the 
building is thoroly inspected for safety, 
but no inspection is necessary for @ tent 
which may house double the amount of 
people held in any theater. 

First—In the absence of correct scien- 
tific information on tents the only thing 
to do is to profit by past accidents and 
study the causes. The writer, who has 
had perhaps as much experience in large 
tent building and erecting as any other 
man in the tent business, claims as fol- 
lows: All large tents should be built 
with ventilation, or in other words should 
be built so that it is impossible for wind 
pressure to remain inside the tent. This 
would relieve more than one-half of the 
strain in dry weather, as only the outside 
pressure would have to be reckoned with. 

Second—Ropes should be flexible cable 
instead of Manila rope. This would 
avoid tightening of ropes in wet weather 
and release the strain on the ground 
fastenings. 

Third—The ordinary large tent stakes 
should not be used except in circuses or 
where a large body of well-trained men 
handles and watches the tent. There are 
several splendid devices for ground an- 
chorage which will absolutely hold and 
these should be used. 

Fourth—Electric wires should only he 
strung by qualified electricians and 
safety devices for disconnecting should 
be used. A good way is to have the 
electric wiring part and parcel of the 
tent, subject to proper inspection, as this 
would simplify things and the electrician 
in charge would at all times know where 
the switches are located. 

The writer has come to these cone 
clusions by actual tests.

PIERRE, S. D.—A savage Sioux brave 
astride an Indian pony, blood in his 
eye and on his tomahawk, urging his 
intrepid red-sk'nned warriors on to ruth- 
less massacre of the whites, presents the 
common conception of the nationally 
famous Sittine Bul! On the contrary 
Sitting Bull, in all the works of history, 
was merely a peaceable high priest, who 
eschewed personal combat, who praved 
much more than he fought, and who 
gained his power among his people by 
judicious use of a bagful of conjuror’s 
tricks, Regardless, the old chieftain was 


the leader of the Hunkpapa Sioux and 
largely responsible, historians say, for 
their hostility toward the white people 
from 1868 to 1876. 

Sitting Bull was commonly supposed to 
have killed Custer, while he really took 
no hand in the battle of the Little Bic- 
horn, a fact which his grandnephew, 
Chauncey Yellow Robe, an educated, full- 
blooded Sioux of Rapid City, has sought 
to emphasize repeatedly. 


Sitting Bull was handicapped by low- 
caste parentage in his ambition for dis- 
tinction. However, as, Doane Robinson, 
former State historian, aptly puts it: “He 
was not slow in discovering he possessed 
unusual gifts as a horse thief and as an 
orator. His native craft turned him mo e 
and more to the tricks of the conjuror. 
He developed his subtle talents and soon 
began to acquire fame as a_ prophet; 
astuteness, luck and some advance. infor- 
métion assisted him to prognosticate cer- 
tain events with a precision that con- 
founded the big chiefs who had so pro- 
foundly ignored him. They were com- 
pelled to recognize his medicine.” As 
Sitting Bull grew older he increased his 


power with fervid oratory and impres- 
sive tricks, became more imbued with 
heathen religion and hate for the white 


people. He excited his braves to many 
valorous deeds, but invariably ret‘red to 
make medicine when combat began. He 
is supposed to have been gentle and re- 
fined at home, but fierce in his diatribes 
against the whites. Because he spent sev- 
eral years as an attraction with Buffalo 
Bill's Wild West show, Sitting Bull saw 
on'y the seamy side of white life. When 
he returned home he made the famous 
emphatic declaration: “T would rather 
die a Dakotan than to live a white man.”

The thousands who saw one 
or more of the three-day series of per- 
formances were highly pleased with the 


thrilling entertainment provided them, 
and with the committeemen in charge 
termed the rodeo a huge success. The 


rodeo came to an end here Saturday 
night, and a-bril'iant display of fireworks 
had been secured as the final added at- 
traction. Scarlet Fever, one of the wild- 
est of the broncos, won his case Satur- 
dav afternoon by unseating and neatly 
piling Sy Perkins rodeo rider, in a heap.

wood wall 22 feet high. During a storm 
in January of that year, which reached 
a velocity of 98 miles, the wood walls 
fave and the weather side. Altho these 
walls were built on telegraph poles which 
were five feet apart and reinforced with 
two-inch planks, even these would not 
hold. 

The management of the exhibit sent 
for riggers and all their efforts were 
used to strengthen the outside with very 
indifferent results. The writer, unbe- 
known to the manager, relieved the wind 
pressure from inside by chopping large 
holes in the lee side of the wall, and the 
building, which represented over $500,000 
in structure and exhibits, was saved. 

The writer also noticed when working 
for the U. S. Air Servce that all the 
British hangars were built with three or 
more vents 12 by 12 and had opportunity 
to see the wonderful results of relieving 
air pressures, 

During an experiment. two hangars 
were erected at the same ffeld. One was 
made by a Pacific Coast concern, another 
by a concern in the Middle West. The 
hangar erected by the Pacific Coast peo- 
ple had been up about a month when the 
Middle-West hangar was erected and 
therefore had stood considerable weather. 
The Middle-West hangar was an extreme- 
ly well built tent, fully as good if not 
better than the Pacific Coast structure, 
but after the hangar of the Middle West 
was up one day a storm came up and 
the hangar was a thing of the past in 
less than an hour. The Pacific Coast 
hangar again withstood the strain. thanks 
to the ventilator feature, and not be- 
cause it was built stronger. 

After this the writer had several op- 
portunities to demonstrate in other lo- 
ealities that if the wind pressures from 
the inside are relieved and wire rope is 
used that the tent will stand up the same 
as a building. 

Several exhibit tents on this principle 
were built by the writer and he is proud 
of his record that he never had a blow- 
down when he used his own make tent and 
erected same under his personal super- 
vision. Thirty-nine vears is a long time 
to wrestle with this class of work. A 
good rule in tent building is to be 
governed by building laws. New York 
laws say that all building shall be 25 
per cent actual stress and 75 per cent 
safety. Tents built on the same prin- 
ciple and built to relieve strqgin besides 
are fairly safe. 

A parachute is provided with one or 
more’ ventilators. When the aviator 
drops from his plane he drops frequently 
600 feet or more before the chute opens. 
Can you imagine the terrific strain on 
the fabric? No fabric light enough for 
a parachute could withstand the pressure. 
The ventilator makes parachutes possible, 
why not apply the same principle in 
larve tents? 

Have you ever noticed how flags and 
weathervanes, such as are in use’ on 
flving fields, fly with the different winds? 
A light wind blows the flag or weather- 
vane out with the extreme end hanging 
downward. A medium wind lets the flag 
fly almost horizontal, but during a storm 
the extreme end of the flag or weather- 
vane points upward from the hor’zontal. 
This proves that heavy’ winds have a 
lifting tendency. 

Space forbids more on this subiect, but 
same should be taken up with members 
of the association for further research.

DES MOINES, Dec. 11.—With more than 300 delegates and others in at- 
tendance, the 19th annual convention of the Iowa Fair Managers’ Association was 
held here this week, sessions running thru three days, altho that of Wednesday was 
devoted only to a meeting of the State Agricultural Group, which was held at the 


State House. Sessions of the association 
Library Rooms, Monday and Tuesday. 


Monday afternoon was devoted to the 
appointment of committees, round-table 
discussions of fair problems and the ques- 
tion box. President Light announced 
committee memberships as follows:

Opening Is Planned for May 1 by Company Recently Organized 
as Subsidiary of Fair Association, Which Will Give Usual 
Annual Exhibitions—Major Rhodes To Be President 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Dec. 11.—With May 1 set as the opening date, this city 
wil, have, according to plans recently made public, one of the largest amusement 
resorts in the South, with the completion of Fair Park, The site is now known as 


the Alabama State Fairgrounds. 


An investment of around $350,000 will 


be re- 


quired for the transformation of the grounds, which will include a swimming pool 


to be operated by a local organization, 
which will be capitalized at $150,000. 

The Alabama State Fair Association, 
however, is not to lose its identity in the 
change, nor will the annua] exhibitions 
be done away with. Plans call for the 
usual exhibitions, which will run from 
1 week to 10 days each year, with the 
midway and usual attractions, 

Major F. C. Rhodes, Philadelphia, in- 
terested in the Glad-Way at the Sesqui- 
Centennial Exposition, has signed for 
space in Fair Park, and will bring 10 
riding devices, including a steel roller 
coaster, four-abreast merry-go-round, jazz 
railroad, whip, circle swing and others. 

With Major Rhodes as president, and 
James L. Dent, secretary, the Outdoor 


Amusement Company, Ine., will be in- 
corporated as a subs diary to the Ala- 
bama State Fair Association, and for 


operation of the park. This will give fair 
property a $1,000,000 valuation, it is 
said. 

Work on foundations for the riding de- 
vices and structures will be started at 
once. Twenty-eight railroad cars will 
be required to bring the paraphernalia 
here from Philadelphia. 

The swimming pool will be 185x350 feet 
in extent and will be similar to the pool in 
Kenwood Park, Pittsburgh.

_ Blames Broken Dam 


For Park’s Failure 


Affairs of St. Louis Corporation 
in Bankruptcy—Promoter 
Explains Difficulties 


ST. LOUIS, Dec. 11.—A dam which 
burst, emptying 17 acres of water and 
leaving the “beach” high and dry, was 
given as the principal cause of financia! 
difficulties encountered in the attempted 
promotion of Crystal Lake Beach, accord- 
ing to Henry W. Spalding, former presi- 
dent. 

Efforts to iron out the difficulties 
were made before Referee Coles this week 
The promotion was characterized as an 
“ambitious enterprise’? by the referee. 

Spalding testified that his company 
eontracted to purchase the 140 acres 
on which the amusement resort is located 
for $230,000, and to add improvements 
costing $25,000, altho the corporation in- 
cluding himself and four others had a 
paid-in capital of only $2,000. 

The transaction called for aq $5,000 
payment last May, one for $25,000 July 
1, and the remainder in 10-year install- 
ments, according to Spalding. The owner, 
John Oehler received $1,000 for the option 
several months before the deal 
closed, Spalding said. 

H. H. Hawke, member of the company, 
real estate operator and a “trustee” for 
Oehler, was given a check for $2,500 as 
Spalding’s share of the payment, the lat- 
ter asserted, but he declares Oehler cot- 
plained he had received only $1,000 

According to Spalding the corporation

went ahead with the improvement, a 
construction company having done about 
$20,000 worth of work for’ which it 


received but $7,500. It was in the cours: 
of work on an artificial lake the dam 
burst. 

Crystal Lake Beach, Inc., was asked to 
vacate the property after the $25,000 
payment was not made, and Spalding lot 
faith <A. H. Kerth, Clayton attorney, 
was appointed receiver and a new com- 
pany known as Crys‘al Lake, Ine., took 
over the property. The former concern 
went into bankruptcy, with debts of 
$27,604 and assets of $3,657. 

“If we could have sold out the sub- 
division the resort would have been «4 
side issue. As it is we sold but three 
lots, and when the dam broke we were 
truly out of luck,” Spalding declared. 

The hearing was continued until De- 
cember 16, when Hawke is expected to 
give his side of the $2,500 transaction 

The property is located on Clayton 
road, west of Denny road.

NORWALK, Conn., enjoying roller 
skating for the first winter in many 
years, may also have a new and larger 
rink and polo if John Yetter, of Bridge- 
port, operating Skateland in Wpper Nor- 
walk, receives the support he believes 
Norwalkers and those from surrounding 
towns will give his newly opened place. 


The rink is equipped with all new skates 
and a new organ with the latest music. 
Yetter already has the promise of prop- 
erty owners that a larger rink will be 
erected near the presént location and in 
time for business next year if Norwalk 
shows that it can support roller skating. 


GARDNER PARK, Dallas, Tex., has 
opened an ice-skating rink, the first in 
the history of the city. The rink is 67 
by 200 feet. There are 12 instructors in 
charge of the floor, under direction of 
Adolph Windsperger, fancy skater. as- 
sisted by Sonia Garvamola, also an ex- 
pert. Music is furnished by the Johnnie 
McFall Orchestra. Gardner Park is 
owned by the Gardner Park Amusement 
Company, of which Joe E. Gardner is 
president. 


J. L. HERZOG, manager of the roller 
rink at Alpena, Mich., writes that he has 
been featuring roller-skating parties and 
is well satisfied with results. While the 
town is not large, Mr. Herzog says, both 
old and young seem to enjoy the sport. 
He has a band organ and a calliaphone 
to furnish music. He has organized a 
factory roller polo league and occasion- 
ally features amateur races. H. P. 
French is proprietor. 


R. J. WILHELM reports that the Arm- 
ory Roller Rink at Oswego, N. Y., opened 
its winter season November 24, and is do- 
ing a nice business under the manage- 
meént of A. G. Neale. The rink is owned 
and operated by the.H. E. Morton Amuse- 
ment Company. 

THE MEN’S POLO TEAM of Reich- 
rath’s Roller Rink, Cincinnati, consisting 
of William and Cap Sefferino, Jimmy 
Chard, Emor Alfreds, Carl Wentzel and 
Ernest Parker, December 18 will play the 
deciding game of a series of five polo 
contests with Roy Byer’s team, of River- 
elde Skating Rink, Indianapolis. As the 
contest now stands, Sefferino’s team has 
won two games and Byer’s team two. 


THE QUESTION is sometimes asked 
as to the status of the professional, or 
rather, what constitutes a professional 
roller skater. The constitution and by- 
laws of the International Skating Union 
of America, as revised 1910, In Article 
12 of the constitution defines profession- 


als as follows: “Professionals are th, 
who compete for cash and other prizes or 
receive remuneration or compensation for 
their performance, and who may or may 
not follow speed or figure skating as a 
profession.” 


The status of the amateur skater is de- 
fined in Article 11, Section 1, as follows: 
“An amateur skater is one who skates 
purely for the pleasure, honor and glory 


of the sport, without any mercenary mo.. 


tive or pecuniary intent; one that has 
never competed in any athletic contest 
for money, or stated bet, or with or 
against any professional athlete, or has 
never received any money, directly or in. 
directly, from any promoter or person as 
compensation for his performances, other 
than necessary expenses allowed for 
traveling to and from contests: or has 
never competed for a prize of more than 
$35 in value, except as heretofore pro- 
vided for; or has never*obligated himself 
in any way to the dictation or contro! of 
any professional trainer or promoter: or 
who has never taught, fnstructed or pur- 
sued the art of ice or roller skating as 
a means of obtaining money; or who has 
never sold or disposed of for money any 
prizes won by him or who has never 
entered any competition under a name 
other than his own.” 


From the above rules it would seem 
that it does not necessarily follow that a 
professional skater is an expert or skilled 
skater, tho an unskilled skater, one who 
was not an adept in skating, who at- 
tempted to become a professional would 
not have much success, nor be much in 
demand. 


AFTER playing a successful week's 
engagement at Swiss Gardens, Cincin- 
cinnati, Brown and LaHart, skaters, ap- 
peared at Music Hall Roller Rink, eve- 
ning of November 5. Miss LaHart, who 
learned the first rudiments of the skat- 
ing game at this rink, was greeted by a 
large audience of friends. Every stunt 
was applauded This team performed 
some very difficult and dangerous feats, 
as well as some unique novelty dance 
stunts. Miss LaHart was presented with 
a number of beautiful floral offerincs, 
while Mrs. Hoffman, wife of Al Hoffman, 
manager of the Music Hall Rink, was 
presented with a silver and enamel! van- 
ity case. Mr. Hoffman presented Mr. 
Brown with a sterling silver cigaret 
case. 


While the roller-skating troupe, Mul- 
toy, McNeece and Ridge, were at Keith's, 
Cincinnati, recently, Mr. and Mrs. Al 
Hoffman gave a theater party to witness 
the act. Mr. Mulroy is a Cincinnati boy, 
formerly manager of Music Hall Rink. 

The next big attraction at Music Hall 
Rink will be the Mask Carnival Decem- 
ber 18.

The Amusement Park as a Recreation 
center. by Ethelbert Stewart. U. S. Com- 
missioner of Labor Statistics. From the 
best sources at my command, I should 
sav that there are approximately 700 so- 
y amusement parks in the United

cranes However, this, term has been 
made to cover a large number of places 
that are merely picnic groves, the only 
equipment being a bandstand for public 


concerts, and occasionally a dancing pa- 
vilion. These do not in any sense cor- 
respond with the type of amusement 
park for which this association stands. 
Probably ,there are not more than 250 
amusement parks equipped with the vari- 
ous amusement devices which go to make 
up the modern idea of amusement parks. 


/ Thave somewhere seen an estimate that 
there is invested in these 250 amusement 
parks something like $200,000,000, and 
shat the workers on the pay rolls of these 
institutions number well over }50,000. 


What interests me most is that the at- 
tendance at these amusement parks is 
from 150,000,000 to 200,000,000 per year. 
This means that as q source of recrea- 
tion the amusement park far overshadows 
all other institutions put together, 


You have all noticed, of course, the 
statement by Mr. Ford that hereafter his 
plants would run on a five-day week— 
40-hour week. But there is nothing par- 
ticularly new about this. The regular 
five-day week is quite ccmmon in the 
manufacture of men’s clothing. This does 
not always mean a 40-hour week, but it 
does mean a five-day week. 


You all realize what the Saturday half 
holiday has done for the peaple and what 
it has done for the amusement parks. I 
think you realize what the five-day week 
will do for the amusement parks. With 
an entire day set apart each week for 
recreation, the annual attendance at 
amusement parks is likely to jump from 
200,000,000 to 400,000,000, with an in- 
crease in expansion of present facilities 
to accommodate the public, and a develop- 
ment of new parks accordingly. 


The amusement park provides what the 
average person engaged in repetitive and 
monotonous work wants—excitement, and 
excitement along a variety of lines. 


In our universities the tendency is fpr 
the student to take his‘exercise and his 
excitement by proxy. He lets 18 men 
play baseball for him while he yells. He 
lets 22 men kick each other in the ribs 
for him while he yells and calls it foot- 
ball. He lets a few men row the boat 
while he stands on the shore and yells. 
But the mass of people are never going 
to be satisfied with proxy recreation. 

T want to congratulate this association 
upon its efforts to secure more safety in 
the operation of your parks. When an 
association like this asks the highest en- 
gineering organization in the world to 
work out a safety code for amusement 
parks, it means that you have a high 
sense of obligation in the conduct of your 
business, 

One other thing I want to mention is 
your Kiddies’ Days. I notice some of 
you advertise Tuesday as Kiddies’ Day. 
Some of you have two days a 
week that you call Kiddies’ Day. 
We are living in an age when every day 
is Kiddies’ Day, and the more you can 
provide for the care and entertainment 
of little children, while the mother is en- 
joying herself, the more rapidly you will 
become a substitute for automobile drives 
and the more you will enlist the mother, 
hot only the working mother, but the 
Wife of the working man, to vote for a 
day at the amusement park as being that 
form of recreation which will give her 
the respite she most needs. 

You are every year not only honestly 
trying, but are honestly making your 
Parks cleaner and better. You are con- 
Stantly enlarging them to meet as best 
you can the growing demand that comes 
from the increase in city population. You 
are reaching the people who want to be 
amused, and they want to have some 
hand in the amusement themselves, Give 
them this and give them plenty of it, and 
then they will listen to the talk about 
‘ducation and mental development, in- 
‘ellectual training, ete. But the amuse- 

‘nt to a vast majority of people must 
‘ome first, and the commercialized amuse- 


ment park seems to be the only way in 
which it can or will come under present 
conditions. 


My Observations of the Amusement 
Park Business, Based on My First Year’s 
Experience as Lessee and Manager of 
Willow Grove Park, by Meyer Davis, 
president, Park Amusements of America, 
Inc. Mr. Davis was not present and his 
paper was read by a substitute. 

Our observations of the amusement 
park business based upon the first year’s 
operation of Meyer Davis’ Willow Grove 
Park may strike you as incomplete in 
some details. We feel there is still plenty 
for us to learn. We found that, insofar 
as Philadelphians were concerned, it was 
necessary to advertise in a manner that 
would not only create, but would recre- 
ate, interest in the park. Too many peo- 
ple had arrived at that point where they 
figured Willow Grove as a standard fixture 
with the same entertainment features, 
the same amusements every year. The 
usual advertising attempts didn’t seem to 
get a rise out of enough of them to make 
our efforts appear worthwhile from the 
standpoint of income. To make matters 
worse, building a subway under the main 
line of traffic toward Willow Grove, in 
addition to repairing most of the roads 
leading in the same direction, resulted 
in the loss of considerable business we 
otherwise would have undoubtedly ob- 
tained. 


The local papers were very kind to us 
in their allotment of space, but we needed 
more than that. so we printed our own 
newspaper, which was called The Willow 
Grove Illustrated News, and this was 
issued weekly. It had a circulation of 
100,000 copies each week, distributed to 
the homes of Philadelphians and in the 
suburbs with telling results. 

We conducted special nights and 
afternoons with the co-operation of the 
members of various theatrical companies 
appearing at local playhouses. We pro- 
vided ample parking space for automo- 
biles and took special care to permit easy 
access to the roadways for incoming and 
outgoing cars. The buildings were al- 
ways well painted. The grounds were 
kept in tip-top condition and appearance. 
The flower beds, of which we have a 
great many, were always in the pink of 
condition and served to attract many 
nature lovers thru our regular reference 
to them in our newspaper. The roadways 
and walks were always clean. We in- 
stalled a new series of lighting appur- 
tenances that made the park a bright 
spot of color at night. And it paid. 

We held meetings with our employees 
frequently to impress upon them the 
necessity for and the value of courtesy. 
From the many comments received we 
learned that good, clean, legitimate en- 
tertainment and recreational devices are 
the biggest factors in building up the 
patronage of an amusement park; also 
that entertainment and amusements must 
keep pace with the times. 

We found that the idea of picnies and 
outings has lost a great deal of its 
former appeal. Still we think this type 
of business can be rejuvenated and it 
should be. We established a great deal 
of goodwill for the park during the period 
of investigation of the possibilities for 
picnic business by calling on practically 
every organization, civic and industrial, 
in Philadelphia and vicinity. 

We found that free acts of a thrill- 
ing character proved a splendid opportu- 
nity to bring the park to the attention 
of many people who otherwise would be 
content to visit their neighborhood play- 
houses for an evening’s diversion. The 
kind of acts employed should depend 
upon the type of patronage desired. 

We carefully watched every opportu- 
nity for the elimination of accidents. 

One of our greatest problems was in 
the obtaining of honest employees. It 
seemed that some of them felt that the 
opportunity to obtain a larger income, 
from receipts, than that we agreed to 
pay was all a part of the proposition of 
working for an amusement park. We 
had many talks with our employees re- 
garding honesty, and in numerous in- 
stances we held conferehces with them 
individually. We installed devices and 
checking .systems which were as_ fool- 
proof as we could devise. 

Meyer Davis’ Willow Grove Park is 
120 acres. Its amusement and recrea- 
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tional devices are spread out considerably 
more than one finds in the usual park. 
The policing of the park is a consider- 
able item. 

The morale of the employees — cre- 
ating or installing a desire within them 
to render a better service to the public 
and the management — is an important 
factor in the successful conduct of an 
amusement park just as it is in any other 
kind of business. How well we build 
goodwill, and to what extent, will al- 
ways depend mainly upon the conduct 
and courteous manner of our employees 
in every department of park operation. 


Some Outstanding Events of This Un- 
usual Year, by R. S. Uzzell, Historian of 
the N. A. A. P.; president, R. S. Uzzell 
Corporation, New York. Not in a quarter 
of a century have we experiened such an 
unfavorable summer for operation. In 
most sections of the country, especially 
the East and the North, there were 13 
rainy Sundays. At Coney Island there 
were 18 rainy days in August alone. 
There were only 18 good bathing days 
in the entire season, and only one of 
those a Sunday. From May 21 to Septem- 
ber 12, 57 per cent of the 115 days were 
lost from rain or a temperature below 
the normal summer’ temperature. It 
yained all the operating hours on 
Memorial Day, Independence Day and 
Labor Day, and in many locations in the 
East and the North and in Canada the 
same condition prevailed. 

At Philadelphia, the Sesquicentennial 
Exposition had contracted for a pageant, 
Freedom, costing $25,000 per week, on 
} schedule of 29 performances. All but 

1 of these performances were prevented 
altogether by rain, and some of the 11 
were interrupted by the rain. On July 5, 
President Coolidge was the guest of honor 
qt the exposition when it was expected 
hat they would have the record-breaking 

ttendance, of at least one-half million 

ople, but it rained and the attendance 

as cut to 75,000. 

Our picture fortunately is not all 
shadow and gloom: Leonard Schloss at 
Glen Echo Park, Washington, D. C., re- 
ports a 12 per cent gain over last year; 
Charles Miller, at the Cincinnati Zoo, 
reports a 10% gain; D. S. Humphrey, at 
Euclid Beach, Cleveland, took in $49,000 
more than last year, which gives him the 
best season of his entire career of about 
30 years at Euclid Beach; while St, 
Louis, Mo., on her three parks had @ 
good season and lost no Sundays on ac- 
count of rain until the close of the sea- 
gon; Kennywood Park, Pittsburgh, was 
off only 10 per cent from the previous 


r. 

It is interesting to know that the in- 
crease in each park noted above was due 
to the fact that something new was 
done at each park. Euclid Beach had an 
outdoor dancing slab that was at least 
twice the area of their dance hall, and 
they danced on Sunday for the first time 
under Mr. Humphrey's mangement. They 
also had a new ride. At the Zoo in Cin- 
cinnati they not only had an entire Kid- 
die Park, which was new for Cincinnati, 
but toward the close of the season they 
had a food show of two weeks that; not 
only drew an enormous attendance but 
also enabled them to rent all the booths 
for which they could find space at $100 
per booth. 


Several disastrous fires occurred in 
Riverside Park, Des Moines, Ia.. and one 
at Woodside Park, Philadelphia, which 
was the third fire at Woodside in which 
the IL. A. Thompson Scenic Railway Com- 
pany Jost a part or all of its rides. 
They were all the work of a pyromaniac 
who this time was apprehended and con- 
fessed to 35 fires. At Rye Beach, N. Y., 
there were two costly fires. 


We must record two holdups, both in 
Kansas City, Mo,, one at Fairyland Park, 
where Sam Benjamin, his wife and 
daughter were captured near their home 
taken back to the park where the two 

Satchmen were overpowered and Ben- 
famin was compelled to open the safe 
when the thugs got away with $11,755. 
Fairmont Park lost $7,000 from a holdup. 

All of these setbacks with the high 
cost of conducting a park will, of course, 
produce some failures, but among those 
who survive will be found more efficient 
management than we have yet had in the 
park business. 

The park manager must be efficient 
to win. Luck and good fortune may play 
their part in boosting a man to one of 
the desirable positions as a park man- 
ager, but he cannot stay in that position 
of eminence unless he possesses genuine 
ability and character fitting him for the 
work. It is a noteworthy fact that many 
park owners today are on the lookout 
for efficient, highly. competent park 
managers. A year such as has been ex- 
perienced shows unmistakably the need 
of many more thoroly trained managers. 


The manager of the small park no 
longer has reason to complain that our 
methods are all beyond his grasp. A 
small park in Iowa had a swamp in one 
corner which raised the complaint that 
to fill it or to drain it would entail a 
prohibitive cost. But the park manager 
was told that he could not well afford 
to let the contractor do either gratis. 
He was astounded when told of the pos- 
sibilities of this uncouth corner of his 
park.| He is located not a great way. from 
the second great city of this nation which 
has an enormous demand for frogs, and 
this man had the best frog pond available 
in that locality. Last summer he sold 
$20,000 worth of frogs. 


A watchman of a park soon learned 
that the lead gathered at the shooting 
gallery and remelted, together with the 
used shells collected, would more than 
purchase an entire new outfit of guns, 
with a balance left over to apply on new 
cartridges, 


At the Zoo in Cincinnati, Charles Mil- 
ler has installed an efficiency system that 
is obtaining results. It ig one of the 
best that has come to my notice. Among 
other things brought to light by this 
system was the fact that too many 
potatoes were used for the volume of 
business being done. The* investigation 
showed that the price paid for potatoes . 
was right, the portion served was not too 
large, that all of the potatoes purchased 
were used on the premises, but best of 
all it revealed the important fact that 
an electric peeler in use was allowed to 
take off too much potato with the par- 
ing. A small item on potatoes for one 
day, but for the season an item well 
worth putting in the bank rather than 
the garbage can. 


In almost every community some ob- 
ject of historical interest could easily be 
obtained for the park that would help 
to sustain the interest of the people, 
create favorable comments and cause the 
patrons to bring their friends and 
visitors to see the unique attractions. At 
the Zoo in Cincinnati there is an 
old log house that was among the first 
in the city by the river. It is well worth 
the attention of any contemplative mind 
and would be a valuable adjunct to any 
park in Southern Ohio. 

In St. Louis, Mo., the house in which 
General Grant was married and also the 
house where he lived after the Mexican 
War while he was peddling cordwood 
and where his children were born are 
both still standing, You would expect the 
three parks in St. Louis to be racing each 
other for one or both of these houses, 
There may not be an old log house ob- 
tainable in your locality and perhaps 
there never was one, but there is some 
thing of equal value and historical in- 
terest to your patrons that you haven't 
found or have been passing by unnoticed. 


There never was a thing in Electric 
Park, Kansas City, in all of its long and 
successful career that created eny more 
favorable comment than Mike Hines’ 
collection of Florida fish of many sizes 
and varieties which he collected on his 
fishing trips, mounted and placed on view 
without charge at his own park. 

The past summer saw the first “Beauty 
Parlor” in an amusement park running 
in connection with the bathing houses. 

The Philadelphia Exposition marks the 
passing of amusements at an exposition, 
very largely for the reason that amuse- 
ment parks are now available al- 
most everywhere, and that when the peo- 
ple attend an exposition they have not 
the time or the inclination to patronize 
the amusements. 


Mr. Hershey, the country’s greatest 
chocolate man, built Hershey, Pa. He 
built beautiful boulevards, homes, stores, 
a library, a theater, churches, banks; sold 
them everything of quality at a reason- 
able price, including clothing, food, ice, 
milk, laundry service, and even trans- 
portation. He conducted a department 
store, a savings bank, a restaurant, a 
home for the young women, a home for 
the young men, and a home for boys 
which is endowed with $60,000,000. 
Despite these superb opportunities, he 
soon discovered that this ideal community 
was not holding his people, and that in 
their leisure hours his people were leav- 
ing his ideal city. Anxious to know where 
they were going, and what they were do- 
ing, he had his lieutenants investigate, 
and to his surprise learned that they 
were going to Paxtang Amusement Park, 
Harrisburg, Pa., or to Corsonia Park, 
Reading, Pa. This determined him to 
build an amusement park in his model 
city because it was the imperative de- 
mand of his people as an outlet for their 
energies during their leisure hours. So 
this genius built an amusement park and 
called it Hershey Park, in which he 
placed the merry-go-round, roller coaster, 


aeroplane swing, skooter, rowboats, bath-(7m 
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ing, athletic contests, shady nooks fo 
the picnics and an auditorium in whic! 
he has had Sousa’s Band and, during ths 
past summer Marion Talley. A moderr 
amusement park was found to be the es 
sential capstone for the proper completio: 
of an ideal city, 
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Swimming Pools in Amusement Parks, 
by N. S. Alexander, president and gen- 
eral manager, Woodside Park, Phila- 
delphia. 

During the last three or four year 
there has seemed to me to be a growing 
necessity for bathing and beach faciliti. 
of some kind to make the mod: 
amusement park complete and afford 
diversity of attractions As a result 
this situation, we constructed in 1926 
pool with a sand beach and the invest 
ment after one year’s experience seen 
destined to be a very profitable one. 


The Crystal Pool is divided into two 
sections, the shallow part having water 
of a depth range from two to five feet 
Adjoining is the deep area with water 
7 1-2 to 10 feet. A wire fence divides 
the parts and keeps the bathers from 
getting out of their depths. To pass 
from the shallow to the deep section it is 
necessary to cross on a float or plat- 
form set on the line between the two 
areas. The very small children were 
provided for by the construction of a cir- 
cular pool with water from 6 to 12 inches 
deep. This is surrounded by sand beach 
and proved a wonderful attraction for 
mothers with children too small for the 
main pool. 

After the physical characteristics wer: 
provided for and the plant ready to oper- 
ate the first problem to face was that 
of patronage control. We desired th: 
best people of Philadelphia as patrons 
George Kistler, instructor at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, was retained as in- 
structor and his connection with the un- 


dertaking was very valuable This 
brought to us many University alumni 
and their families who otherwise would 


probably not have visited an amusement 
park pool. 


Crystal Pool is on a level about 15 
feet above the walk or street. Casual 
passersby could not see the pool and it 
was necessary to enter a control gate on 
the walk level to reach the plane of th: 
pool, 

Uniformed officers were on duty at this 
gate and carefully scrutinized all who 
sought admission, weeding out those who 
did not come up to our standard. To 
enter men were required to wear collars 
and neckties and be otherwise present- 
able. In addition to checking up on the 
people at the entrance they were closely 
watched by our life guards and uni- 
formed police to check any unseemly 
conduct or roughness. This was han- 
dled very successfully. 

There is no point so important to 
a pool operator as to have the filtration 
and steril‘zation of the water carefully 
and scientifically watched and regulate’ 
by an expert A chemist tested th: 
water several times daily for chlorine 
residual, which was maintained in the 
pool at .20 to .25 parts per million, th‘s 
being a proper proportion to sterilize thr 
water and still have no ill effect on or 
be noticeable to the patrons. The tur- 
bidity of the water was likewise checked: 
also, at various times during the week 
other samples were taken and tested for 
bacteria. 

As the Crystal Pool was not emptied 
during the entire season and only 50.000 
to 100,000 gallons of water per day were 
added, it was necessary to employ 4 
vacuum cleaner to keep the bottom and 
sides in proper condition. This proved 
very satisfactory. 

The pool was opened to the public May 
29, 1926. The weather during June gcave 
very little encouragement to our venture 
but after July 1 and thru August very 
good patronage came to us. As soon 4s 
the weather permitted we found that 
about as many people were interested in 
bathing at night as during the day and 
if there were 2,000 patrons from 9 am 
to 6 p.m. we could look for another 1,.5°" 
or 2,000 from 7 p.m. to 11 p.m. This Tr 
sulted in our attendance and revenu 
estimates for 1926 being greatly exceede!

The Crystal Pool has been a very good 
thing for Woodside Park disregarding 
the profit made by it.

still be of the same opinion. 


Mrs. Beulah Hazzard Sica, president 
wrd-City Park, Albany, N. Y., said she 
was satisfied the swimming pool at their 
park was the most successful improve- 
ment to the property. Crowds have 
doubled since the pool was opened. The 
pool business did not detract from the 
general business of the park; in fact, 
the rides had done better. 

Answering a question from the floor, 
‘Do swimming pools pay?” Henry A. 
juenther, of Olympic Park, Irvington, N. 
J. stated that when properly managed 
and controlled by the park management, 
they do pay. The swimming pool in his 
park has survived four seasons, all of 
which have been profitable, the attend- 
ance in that time having increased 96,000 
to 148,700 for 1926. Notwithstanding 
the unsatisfactory season just closed, he 
had an increase of 5,000 in patronage as 
compared with last year. 


Co-Operation Between the Policy Hold- 
er ond the Insurance Company, by J.

The owner of an amusement park, in- 
viting the public to enter free or charg- 
ing an admission fee, is under the duty 
of maintaining the premises and al! the 
devices ina safe and ‘suitable condition 
so as to avoid injury and damage to its 
patrons. There is also a duty on the 
part of the patron to use due care and 
caution for his own safety. The failure 
of either party to comply with the duties 
or obligations resting on him constitutes 
legal negligence. 


The Pro and Con—Traveling Units for 
Dance Music—as Compared With Play- 
ing Local Orchestras an Entire Season, 
by J. J. Carlin, president, Carlin’s Park, 
Baltimore In almost every amusement 
park, the dance pavilion is the outstand- 
ing architectural feature, to which the 
Manager or owner points with pride, and 
nothing in hs park requires greater at- 
tention to detail than this pavilion. 


In selecting an orchestra the manager 
of a dance pavilion is confronted with 
th element of uncertainty that the 
Producer of a new show must meet— 
how wil] the public respond? The first 
cons deration which presents itself as fa- 
Yorable to the employment of travelling 
units is publicity. In Baltimore the 
Press regards the traveling orchestras 
Somewhat in the same light as changing 
attractions at the local theaters and. as 
Proper subject for extended comment on 
the event of each new one, whereas a 
loeal orchestra, playing permanently for 
the season, does not arouse its interest 
and does not receive nearly the same 
amount of space,

While a desire for more liberal treat- 
ment at the hands of the newspapers 
Was one of the motives that prompted 
— ns Park to adopt the policy of play- 
Ng traveling units, it was by no means 
the only one. Dance business was slip- 
ping and this seemed to continue despite 
pnd cy to stop it.

rth to stimulate the business, more 
pa was spent on advertising and we 

en went so far as to change the man- 
agement with no appreciable results, and

finally it was decided that a change of 
policy in regard to the orchestra might 
prove advantageous. 

The inauguration of this policy proved 
successful. We found that in add.tion 
to helping us very materially with our 
publicity, it created new interest on the 
part of our patrons as well as a desire 
to make comparisons between each new- 
ly arriving unit with the previous week’s 
orchestra, all of which led to a con- 
Stant increase of attendance which 
proved most gratifying. 

Each new orchestra brought new ideas 
and methods of playing which not only 
stimulated the attendance among the 
dancers but served to attract many who 
did not dance but apparently found en- 
joyment from the novelty of listening to 
a change of orchestra each week. 


Travelling orchestras bring with them 
established reputations and frequently 
the leader is nationally known. This, ac- 
companied by press notices and enhanced 
by the fact of their having in some cases 
broadcast over the radio, all makes for 
favorable publicity and stimulates inter- 
est in the minds of the dance-loving 
public. 


One of the important things to be con- 
sidered in making a contract with a 
traveling orchestra is to stipulate that 
it arrive in ample time for the open- 
ing performance. From the time our 
park started at Baltimore, our custom 
has been to employ local musicians, and 
we found that our change of policy 
aroused some resentment on the part of 
the local musical unions. 


While we were convinced that a trav- 
eling orchestra would be best suited to 
our requirements at Baltimore, we 
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realized, of course, that certain ad- 
vaytages would be lost to us as a result 
of the substitution. The local orchestra 
is less expensive, and when composed of 
a clean-cut, likable bunch of boys will 
frequently, during a lo engagement, 
build up a personal following that con- 
stitutes quite an asset to the park. In 
some localities the’ dancers become so 
accustomed to the local musicians that a 
“fan” feeling of interest and pride de- 
velops. This, of course, is not to be 
lightly disregarded, for it is a real asset 
to the park and must be carefully 
weighed before conclusion is reached not 
to let well enough alone. 

We found, under conditions that con- 
fronted us last summer, it was better to 
use traveling units. They did create 
new interest and had other points of at- 
traction that found expression in sub- 
stantial increase of gross receipts. The 
result more than justified the experi- 
ment. 

We believe also that should a sufficient 
number of parks become interested in 
playing traveling units, an efficient meth- 
od of circuit booking would have many 
advantages, both for the parks and the 
orchestras. 

If, as a result of instituting such an 
arrangement, orchestras could be booked 
solid for 10 to 12 weeks and then routed 
so that jumps would be small, it would 
result in smaller salary demands than 
are possible for a single week, booked 
independently. Furthermore the oppor- 
tunity presented each park to secure a 
reliable report from the manager of the 
park at which each orchestra opens 
would be of the utmost importance and 
a prime factor in retaining a satisface 
tory standard.

Dominion. Horne was advised to in- 
vestigate the organization status in the 
territory and report as soon as possible 
to Jilson. It was pointed out that 
Horne’s investigations will be a pre- 
liminary step to the 100 per cent unioni- 

zation of the craft in Canada. 

Altho no official announcement was 
made, a representative of The Billboard 
learned that a movement is on foot 
among billposters and billers to effect 
a feeling of co-operation and friendship 
between the organization and press and 
advance agents for musical comedy and 
dramatic productions.

The Lord Chamberlain has promised 
that in the future he will give facilities 
for persons who wish to make oral rep- 
resentation in connection with the an- 
nual renewal of stage-play licenses. 
This departure is the result of the Lon- 
don Public Morality Council’s repeated 
attacks on the censorship and theater 
licensing. At the same time the London 
County Council announces that it sees 
no reason to change existing regulations. 
The Public Morality Council, headed by 
the Bishop of London, has a Stage Plays 
Committee, which has reported on a 
large number of West End plays. It 
imputed irreligiousness to Shaw’s The 
Showing Up of Blanco Posnet, pro- 
nounced the last scene of Queen High 
objectionable, declared Made in Heaven 
blunts the moral sense, suggested Sleeping 
Partners contains lewd implications and 
considered birth-control remarks in The 
Love Game offensive. Its attack on 
And So to Bed is that it contains many 
shocking passages and is not to be 
recommended. It also objects to The 
Constant Nymph, the bed scene in 
Blackbirds and some musical comedy 
songs. 

Doris Keane expects to revive Camille 
in London when Romance ends. She is 
also interested in the plans for present- 
ing The Makropoulos Secret on this 
side. 

Gladys Cooper will soon appear in 
Somerset Maugham’s new play, The Let- 
ter. Ronald Squire, on his release from 
The Last of Mrs. Cheyney, will star in 
On Approval, which Frederick Lonsdale 
wrote for him. 

Jean Cadell, on her return from the 
States, arranged to reappear in an im- 
portant part in a forthcoming West End 
production. 

An idea adopted at the new Festival 
Theater, Cambridge, is the use of trans- 
parent programs which can be read in 
the darkened auditorium by holding them 
up to the stage light. The management 
has set aside certain seats for the use 
of latecomers. Cambridge University 
has not previously had a_ repertory 
theater of its own, but the old Barnwell 
Theater Royal, renovated and equipped 
as a modern theater, will, it is expected, 
meet the need. 

A new departure has been made in 
the production of His Wild Oat at the 
Theater Royal, Portsmonth, the Censor 
having permitted the appearance in the 
play of actors impersonating well-known 
persons as Shaw and Hall Caine. Both 
authors had given their permission and 
Ronald Simpson, who plays Bernard 
Shaw, was coached by the latter in his 
own mannerisms and costume. Shaw 
wrote some lines into the play. 

“We are all in the theater business, 
my boy,” Shaw told Simpson, “and we 
must do all we can to help one another.” 

The shortage of West End theaters is

I work a one-ounce 
bottle strictly, under a four-dose guaran- 
tee, and I do not believe I should be put 
to the trouble of having it tested out. 
and the company that puts it out under- 
stands its business. As long as the rem- 
edies satisfy the customers and money 
orders keep coming in I shall make no 
change. Speaking about costumes, I once 
knew a fellow selling medicine. He wore 
a wide-brim hat and had a silk handker- 
chief around his neck, a pair of chaps 
and a set of spurs. 
ences of his wild and woolly days in the 
West and how he would break the 
ponies. When that same fellow rode on 
@ passenger train he had to pull dowrt 
the windows to keep from falling out. 
Back in the days when I was a cowboy 
we didn’t wear boots or spurs, but went 
barefooted It didn't make any differ- 
ence how cold the morning was the cows 
had to be in at milking‘time. I noticed 
a pipe from a brother pitchman a few 
weeks ago about working clean, with 
neat appearance. I fully agree with him 
that that is half the battle. My show 
consists of five people, all doubling in 
brass, myself lecturing. Would like to 
read pipes from Dr. Bob W. Ward, Dr. 
Barrett, Dr. Wheatley, Bob Laberta and 
the Irish doctor, Thomas P. Kelly. Mer- 
ry Chr.stmas and Happy New Year to 
all pitchmen.”

Managed to get in 
several towns in the last 10 days where 
some of the gyps worked just before us 
and still we did real business in spite of 
the fact. I am wondering why some of 
these ‘grab-it-and-run boys’ don’t get 
hep to themselves and start putting out 
a real article. To give you an instance 
of what real merchandise does in one 
town on the East Coast we sold the chief 
of police a pen. Gave him a full demon- 
stration and before we left that day we 
found that 25 customers had purchased 
from us upon his recommendation. A 
week later we happened to be passing 
thru the town on our way to another 
and stopped at the store to say ‘hello’. 
The druggist gave us an order for six 
pens to be shipped him C. O. D. and told 
us we simply had to deliver them, as the 
chief had sent them in and told them it 
was the best pen that he ever saw, and 
that if we wouldn't make them good he 
would. Can give you the name of the 
druggist, town and chief for verification. 
Am just citing one, which will give you 
an idea of what working clean and selling 
real merchandise does for one who has 
learned that gyp goods and gyp methods 
don't pay. You know we can go to bed 
and sleep nights now with a clear con- 
science and we can always go back. Just 
got a letter from my old buddy, Al 
Greene, who is working somewhere in the 
U. Ss. A., and Al} states that he has found 
that clean methods and merchandise is 
the only way, and he is going over his 
ground the third time. Atta boy, Al, 
more power to you! January 1 I start 
in selling pens a new way, and when the 
business gets successfully launched will 
give you full details of it and it will be 
on the basis of ‘the customer is always 
right.’ ”’

will make it possible to continue to re- 
ceive State aid. No subiect before this 
convention this year is deserving of more 
serious consideration, and in due time 
we shall take up and discuss this matter 
fully. 

It has been my privilege the past year 
to cover a good portion of the State of 
Iowa, and in the course of my travels I 
have not been unmindful of the County 
Fairs, and in many communities have in- 
quired from those who were stockholders 
and from those who were only sentiment- 
ally interested, and, generally speaking, I 
am convinced the County and District 
Fair has a greater hold on the people of 
the community than we realize. 

It is hard to conceive of having to 
gather here at any future year when our 
experience with the weather shall have 
been any more unsatisfactory than the 
fair year just closed. 

And, when I looked out of the window 
this morning and saw the dark-laden 
skies and the snow, I thought the weather 
man was following the fair men. 

Let us not get discouraged if it rains, 
for just remember it rains on the just 
and the unjust alike, and when fairs were 
first organized it was well known the 
weather was a large item to take into 
consideration. It is discouraging to plan 
thru the whole year for a successful fair, 
and then have it rain in torrents at just 
the wrong time, and I was sad, indeed, 
when I thought of some of the good fairs 
in Iowa trying to function thru a rainy 
week. But we always have a right to 
hope for better weather next year. 

I have considered it a great honor to 
be at the head of the Iowa Fair Men's 
Association, and it has been with some 
personal discomfort that I have planned 
my work so I could be here during the 
convention, but I assure you that I deem 
no sacrifice too great, so much do I think 
of the cause we represent. 

Now, in closing, I Just want to say, 
help us make™this the best convention 
since our organization. Be sociable, meet 
the secretary who happens to be near 
you, wherever you are, during the con- 
vention, and remember the cause you 
represent is the best your community has 
to offer. You represent the cause for 
better agriculture, better live stock, better 
fruit, better everything that old Iowa 
produces. It is the cause you represent 
that helps to make a contented people in 
this land of plenty,*helps to show people 
that the pot of gold is in Iowa instead 
of rainbow’s end in Florida or California. 
Be proud that you are a fair man, 
your calling is second to none. 

I want to thank the board of directors, 
our efficient secretary, Mr. Williams, and 
every member of this association for their 
loyal support during the year, and I as- 
sure you I have done my best to make it 
possible for you who have looked forward 
to many good things from this conven- 
tion to not have looked in vain. 

Mr, Treland, chairman of the auditing 
committee, stated that books of the secre- 
tary and treasurer had been checked and 
were found to agree, and both officials 
were commended. The report was ac- 
cepted by the convention on motion of 
. Nelson, of Bedford. 

FE. W. Williams, secretary, in his re- 
port, called attention to a number of fairs 
which had not paid dues The report 
was accepted on motion of H. S. Stan- 
berry, of Fort Dodge.

J. F. Quinn, representative of the Vic- 
tor Talking Machine Company, invited 
delegates to visit the Capitol Theater to 
hear the orthophonic machines. 

Paul C. Taff, instructor at Ames, spoke 
on Fairs, the Show Window of Boys’ and 
Girls’ Club Activities. 

Mr. Taff said it was only seven or eight 
years since the first fair started this work, 
and it had shown rapid development; 
more, perhaps, than any other depart- 
ment, and due té6 the support of fair 
people. 

He said there were two main objects in 
conducting the work: First, it was a 
teaching proposition. + Second, training. 
This is the fairs’ most effective method 
of taking hold of the job of making a 
better community, better club work, bet- 
ter leaders and more efficient production. 

Boys and girls all like contests, Mr. 
Taff said, and this was an essential part 
in keeping up the interest, and the putting 
up of premiums at the fars made a won- 
derful stimulus for this spirit. Certain 
kinds of premiums are more appealing 
than others, he thought—trips more ap- 
preciated than money; trips either to the 
State Fair or to the Junior short course 
at Ames College, as trips give back more 
than money, altho there should be some 
cash prizes to return cost of exhibiting, 
entry, ete. These should be in the live- 
stock department. 

Mr. Taff also answered questions, 
feeling all needed to get together on some 
points.

Mr. Ireland re- 
plied it was not injurious to human skin, 
and, therefore, not to horses 

Mr, Light introduced KF. L. Hogue, 
State budget director of Des Moines, who 


was to explain why part of State aid had 
been withheld. 

Mr. Hogue said the State was now giv- 
ing aid to 23 different projects, about 
$4,000,000, or 25 per cent of the revenue 
raised by general taxation, but that none 
of the public money was wasted, as it 
went to worthy projects, and he wanted 
them to continue enjoying State aid. 

He explained he did not want to ad- 
vise fair managers in the management of 
their fairs, so that they could save money, 
but it was a vital necessity that the 
budget system be adopted, as a budget 
system was necessary for any business. 
Mr. Hogue said that out of the $7 fairs 
in Iowa, 50 showed a profit, and 47 a 
loss, 1926, but the weather man could 
do that very easily. 

He said there are three essentials to a 
fair: Entertainment, visitors and ex- 
hibits, and quoted some figures on ex- 
penditures. He further stated there 
should be a restriction in State aid, the 
Same as in county aid, as the lawmakers 
have had in view the permanency of 
county fairs. He said 51 fairs had re- 
ceived the county aid this year and 44 
fairs had drawn the maximum State aid 
of $2,000. 

Mr. Hogue believes State aid should be 
limited to the oid-fashioned county fairs. 

Mr. Bacon asked how many fair men 
were willing to ask for a special appro- 
priation to pay deficit of fairs and to 
have a budget same as now—$2.000 to 
fairs that qualify. Mr. Light replied 
there are now 16 counties in Iowa that 
do not have fairs and he thought it a 
good idea to back up Mr. Bacon's propo- 
sition with their respective representa- 
tives and senators. 

The report of the credentials committee 
was read by Frank Gatch, of Adair 
County, chairman, reporting fairs found 
delinquent in payment of dues. 

Mr. Light asked if any wished action 
taken against the fairs that were delin- 
quent but, as there was no answer, passed 
on to the next subject, and introduced K. 
Ver Ploeg, of Oskaloosa, who spoke on 
Shall We Limit Our Concessions? 

In answering the question, he said he 
would vote yes, based on nine years’ ex- 
perience as superintendent of concessions. 
Never in any other business is there quite 
such a variety of individuals as fn contres- 
sion people, he said, and fairs must have 
clean, up-to-date, good-looking concession 
stands and agents. 

The discussion was led by H. M. 
Stafford, of West Union, who said that 
he believed in limiting the concessions, 
and that they should be clean ones, and 
not charge too much. Also a fair should 
be careful about selling the exclusive 
and that he had lost about $50,000 on 
concessions in the last six vears ‘and had 
collected something like $22,000 

Mr. Halderman asked how many esu- 
perintendents collect full amounts from 
concessions at set up and only three dele- 
yates answered yes. 

Mr. Ver Ploeg was asked what he did 
about giving concession tickets to helpers, 
and he replied that he limits the conces- 
sion ticket to one for each stand. 

When asked about gambling, Mr. Ver 
Ploeg said contracts with concessionatres 
apecified “no gambling permitted.”

write better plays.” 

Bainbridge said: “With such an or- 
ganization we might have some voice in 
the price of royalties, the condition of

000,000 for the same period this year. 

The Far Fast ranked third as a mar- 
ket for United States films in the first 
three-quarters of 1926 with purchases 
totaling 41,162,824 linear feet, a fair in- 
crease over last year. Canada followed 
with 15.485.562. which was a decrease 
Africa came in for 2,639,817 feet. 

With regard to individual markets, 
Great Britain held its first place, tho 
ranking fourth as a quantity market 
Australia still leads all other countries 
in point of quality as a purchaser of 
American finished motion pictures. 


The Austrian government has an- 
nounced that after January 1, 1927, the 
contingent of foreign motion pictures 
that will be licensed for importation into 
Austria will be 10 foreign films for each 
domestic picture produced. This will re- 
duce the proportion to half the present 
ratio. The ruling may be changed if a 
shortage of films should develop in 
Austria.
